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EUROPEAN 


RUSsTA SAID TO BE MOBILIZ- 
ING TROOPS. 
REPORTS OF A QUARREL AT THE BRITISH 
FOREIGN OFFICE~—RUSSIA TROUBLED 
BY RECENT UTTERANCES. 

Soria, Noy. 15.—It is rnmvred here that 
Russia is mobilizing troops. 

Gen. Kaulbars has demanded the dismissal of 
the Prefect and Sub-Prefect of Philippopolis be- 
cause the patrol late at night disarmed and con- 
ducted to the Russian consulate a Russian 
cavass, who had refused to give his name or the 
password when challenged. 

Gen. Kaulhars has declared the trial of the 
Bourgas plotters null and void. 

LonpDoN, Noy. 15.—Baron de Staal, the 
Russian Ambassador, had a two hours’ inter- 
view with Lord Iddesleigh, Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, to-day, and reports of discord in the 
views of the two are revived. 


Lord Salisbury, Prime Minister; Lord [ddes- 
leigh, Foreign Secretary, and Count von Hatz- 
feldt, German Ambassador, had a long confer- 
ence to-day with reference tu the candidature of 
Prince Nicholas, of Mingrelia, for the Bulgarian 
throne. It is reported that England, Austria, 
and Germany object to Prince Nicholas. 

It is reported here from Athens that the 
peasants of Eastern Ruumelia are declaring 
themselves in favor of Russia, and that a civil 
war is imminent. 


St. PrTrersBpurG, Nov. 15.—In semi- 
official circles here Count Kalnoky’s speech has 
made a bad impression. Russian diplomatic cir- 
cles consider that Kainoky had no right to refer 
to what Austria had done in view of Russian 
occupation of Bulgaria, seeing that the Russian 
Government had neyer suggested the occupation 
of Bulgaria. Still the Government adheres to a 
pacific programine. Some eminent officials have 


advised the Czar to instruct Gen. Kaulbars to 
adopt a less absolute tone to meet the friendly 
disposition of the Bulgarian Government. Mean- 
while Russia will continue to disregard the acts 
of the Sebranje. Russia disapproves the candi- 
dacy ofa Mecklenburg Prince or the Duke of 
Cumberland, and will await a reaction in favor 
of the Russian candidate. 

The Journal de St. Pétersbourg says that the 
Marquis of Salisbury's speech at the Lora 
Mayor's banquet in London is so full of insinua- 
ticus that 1t must decline to notice-it. The 
Journal contrasts the British indulgence of the 
Philippopolis movement of 1885 with England’s 
attitude toward the Sotia movement of August, 
1886, the former having been, declares the 
Journal, undoubtedly revolutionary and in vio- 
lation of the Sultan’s rights and of the equilib- 
rium guaranteed by the Berlin treaty. 

The Journal also regrets the tone of the speech 
made by Count Kalnoky before the Austro- 
Hungarian Delegations. “ Every Government,” 
the paper says, ‘is the best judge of its own 
interests, but wher two neighboring empires 
Wish to preserve accord they should regard each 
otier’s interests in a friendly and equitable 
manner. Count Kalnoky explains Austria’s 
views, but we have yet to learn how it is pro- 
posed to reconcile those views with an exchange 
of ideus calculated to produce accord, and with 
Russia's special position arising from the sacri- 
tices she has made for Bulgaria. These ques- 
tions belong to diplomacy, and concerning them 
we abstain from pronouncing judgment in order 
to avoid envenoming the matter.” 

The Noroe Vremya and the Norosti deprecate 
Count Kalnoky’s speech, which they say is am- 
biguous and affords no firm guarantee of the 
Inaintenance of peace. 


bupa-PrstH, Nov. 15.—The committee of 
the Hungarian Delegatiou has passed the mili- 
tary estimates intact. 


VIENNA, Nov. 15.—Count Andrassy, in an 
interview to-day with Emperor Francis Joseph, 
sait that he feared Count Kalnoky’s speech 
before the Delegations on Saturday would 
induce Russia to fight. The Imperor 
replied that his opinion was to the contrary, but 
that, while he was passionately opposed to pro- 
voking a war. he fully aporovel Count Kal- 
poky’s attitude on the Bulgarian guestion.

ENGLAND’S HOME PROBLEMS. 
WORKINGMEN DEMAND A HEARING—THE 
HOUSE OF COMMONS RULES. 
Lonpon, Nov. 15.— The Council of the 
Zovial Democratic Federation will send a letter 
tu the Marquis vf Salisbury demanding of him 
that he, as Prime Minister, receive a deputation 
of unemployed workingmen on next Sunday aft- 
ernoon aud hear from them a statement of rea- 
sens for Government assistance. The letter will 
give asthe reasun for naming Sunday for re- 
ceiving the deputation that it is the only day 
convenient fur the persons who will compose 
the deputation to wait formally upon the Prime 
Minister, because, the letter will say, they-are 


compelled to spend all tbeir time on the other 
days of the week seeking work; and the docu- 
mént will caution the Premier from attempting 
to evade the deputation, and ask him to refrain 
from following this week his custom of gving 
into the country on Saturday. 

The Liberty and Property Derense League 
proposes to extend its working, and with this 
object in view wul organize large meetings and 
circulate pamphlets among workiugmen urging 
thew to assist in combating the Socialists. 

The committee appointed by the Cabinet to 
prepare a measure for the reform of the proce- 
dure rules of the House of Commons held its 
jirst meeting to-day. The committee is com- 
posed of Lord Randolph Churchill, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer; Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland; H. Matthews, 
Tieme Secretary; E. Stanhope, Colonial Secre- 
tury, and W. H. Smith, War Secretary. 

A Geputation of citizens from Cork, Dublin, 
and belfast called upon the Right Hon. H, C. 
Raikes, Pustmaster-General, to-day, te urge upon 
the Gevernment the continuance of the postal 
arraugement under which the American muils 
are delivered and received at Queenstown. Post- 
master-General Raikes, replying, while promis- 
ing tc consider the matter, insisted upon the im- 
portance of making connections with the railway 
termini at Dublin. 

Under date of Oct. 29 the following statement 
is. cabled to America: ** The shareholders of the 
publishing firu of Messrs. Cassell & Co. met 
to-day in Glasgow and advised the Directors to 
remove the works of the company from London 
to Glasgow. They also advised them to con- 
sider what steps are necessary in regard to 
Awerican contracts and the making of calls,” 
It is learued to-day that the firm referred to was 
nut Caasell & Co. the publishers. 

The Duke of Rutlaud has remitted to the ten- 
@uts on his estates in Derbyshire 15 per cent. of 
their rents, 

Anapplication was made in court to-day to 
have Hyndman, the Socialist, and Lis wife com- 
mitted to jail for non-payment of rent. 

Six American citizens have been arrested in 
Southern Russia for preaching in an orthodox 
assembly of Russians. Mr. Lothrop, the United 
States Minister at St. Petersburg, has been en- 
deavoring to induce the authorities to release 
the prisvuers, but so far has been unsuccessful. 

John Macphersou and the Rev. Mr. MacCal- 
lum, who were arrested in Skye on the charge of 
inciting violence, were examined to-day. Mac- 
Calluin was comuitted for trial and was released 
ob £100 bail. Macpherson was remanded. 

Sir William Hart Dyke has been appointed 
Goveruor of Hong-Kong.

EVENTS IN GERMANY. 

Berwin, Nov. 15.—Prince Bismarck, be- 
fore his departure for Friedrichsruhe, had a pro- 
longed interview with Emperor William. The 
Chanvellor will return on the 28th inst. to take 
part in the proceedings of the Reichstag. 

At Frankfort the police raided a secret meet- 
ing of Socialists, which was being held in the 
beer cellar of Heinrich Prinz, himself a militant 


Socialist. ‘“wenty-five persons were arrested, 
and documents and lists of members were seized. 
Among the prisoners was a merchant named 
Fullgrabe, a candidate at the municipal elections 

Herr von Alvensleben, the German Minister to 
the United States, was received by Emperor 
William aud entertained at diuner by the Crown 
Prince before starting for America. 

The Strasburg Tribunal has condemned 230 
absentees to pay a tine of 600 marks each for 
enigrating without having served in thearmy. 

Herr Niemann, the tenor, who is now in New- 
York, has sent a cable dispatch to his wife say- 
ing bis début in that city was the greatest and 
most pleasing success of his life.

COOL. QUAY'’S FIRM GRIP. 


LITTLE HOPE FOR ANY OTHER CANDI- 
DATE FOR THE SENATE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 15.—The action of 
the Republican members-elect of the Legislature 
in this city and Pittsburg, in declaring for State 
Treasurer Quay for United States Senator, has 
settled the fact that as things now are no candi- 
date can make a hopeful contest against him. 
In many counties of the State there is a deep 
and earnest feeling of opposition to his 
election, but much 





of this will now 
be discretely suppressed, and the pros- 
pect is that the Republican caucus will 


show a decided majority for him. This result 
has been brought about by Quay’s quiet but ef- 
fective intrigues to secure a personal following 
in differeut parts of the State. The enormous 
Republican majorities in both houses of the Leg- 
islature—each having less than one-third Demo- 
crats—are in part due to the election of Repub- 
licans in close counties in Quay’s interest. It 
thus was evident, a week ago, that, even if the 
Philadelphia delegation were substantially solid 
for some other candidate, his defeat would be 
difficult, if not impossible, and this fact helped 
him materially to secure its help, also. 

Other candidates spoken of are Mr. Grow and 
Mr. Barker. The former has some enthusiastic 
friends in various parts of the State; the latter 
has tbe support of his own county, Montgomery, 
whose delegation counts five Representatives 
and one Senator, andin which the Republicans 
obtained a notable, clean-cut victory, electing 
their full ticket for the first time in the history 
of the county. Itis not probable that Mr. Bar- 
ker now entertains any purpose, however, to 
make a canvass, while it may be that other votes 
than those of Montgumery may be cast for him 
in the caucus. 

Senator Cameron and his following, including 
his lieutenant, ‘“ Chris” Magee, of Pittsburg, are 
commonly said to be friendly to Quay’s election. 
This is not actually true inthe full sense, They 
would have preferred to see him fail, but did 
not wish to oppose him unavailingly. Cameron 
will tind that Quay intends to play his own hand 
in the Senate, and his apprehension of this has 
made him very undesirous te have the State 
Treasurer as a colleague, A sop to Cerberus, 
in the case of Magee, has been arranged 
for. As Quay’s term in the Senate 
will begin on the 4th of March, next, he will 
have overa yearto serve as State Treasurer, 
until the last of May, 1888. The vacancy, it has 
been arranged, is to be filled by Gov. Beaver, 
who will have the appointment in a way to sat- 
isfy Magee, who will probably want J. J. Mc- 
Devitt, of Lancaster a former Pittsburg man, 
and the one whom Magee put forward against 
Quay for the Treasurer nomination in 1885. The 
details of this “deal” are not yet announced, 
a they are arranged, and will appear in due 
time. 


LANCASTER, Penn., Noy. 15.—State Sen- 
ators John M. Stehman and Amos H. Mylin, and 
Representatives Baldwin, Peoples, Kauffman, 
Kemper, Smith, and Dr. Davis, met in this city 
this afternoon and adopted the following resolu- 
tion, all voting for 1t but Mr. Baldwin, who de- 
clined to declare hinself until he had heard from 
his constituents: 

Resolved, That we, the Senators and Representa- 
tives, members-elect of the Legislature for Lancas- 
ter County, recognize in the Hon. Matthew 8. Quay, 
a statesman of eminent ability,and a Republican 
who has done grand service in harmonizing the dis-

AN INVESTIGATION BEGUN BY THE FED- 
ERAL GRAND JURY. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 15.—The Federal 
Grand Jury reassembled this afternoon and be- 
gan the inquiry into the many alleged election 
irregularities. The jury will haveits hands full 
for a week or more. Witnesses have been sum- 
moned from several counties, and frauds of 
many kinds are charged. John H. Counseiman 
and Lorenz Schmidt are among the witnesses 
from this county. They are the inspectors from 
the Fourth and Twenty-fourth Wards, the re- 


turns from which have been tampered with. 
These returns are in the possession of the Fed- 
eralj court, and will be used in evidence. The 
Committee of One Hundred will aid the Dis- 
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trict Attorney in the prosecution, and 
will employ an attorney tor that purpose. 
Witnesses from De Kalb County ave 
been summoned. KH is charged that the 


Republican candidate for the Legislature from 
this county is ineligible by reason of the viola- 
tion of the bribery election law. J.D. Lighty is 
the Representative-elect. Democrats have also 
been instrumental in having witnesses sum- 
moned from Jackson and Lawrence Counties, 
where, it is alleged, W. N. McDonald, the Repub- 
lican Senator-elect, went to the poils with a bag 
of silver for use in the election. Itis now re- 
called 2s something prophetic that when the 
Legislature had accomplished the gerrymander 
two years ago, Representative Sayre offered a 
resolution providing that the State Librarian be 
directed to set apart 55 seats in the next House 
for Republicans. Thisis the exact number of 
the Republicans elect. Mr. Sayre is now a can- 
didafe for Speaker of the House,

JUDGE SHAW’S DEATH. 

NeEw-Or tEANS, Nov. 15.—The Hon. Al- 
fred Shaw died this evening at 7 o’clock, aged 
56. He was a@ Pennsylvanian of Dutch ances- 
try. He came here as aschool teacher before 
the war, was a member of the Constitutional 
Convention of 1864, and subsequently Sheriff of 
the parish. He was tor many years Dean of the 
law branch of Straight University and fitted 
niany young men for the Bar. He was promi- 
nent in Masonry and Oddfellowship, was heal 
of the Druids, and Grand Commander 
of the Grand Consistory of the Thirty- 
third Degree of Masons. Last Summer Judge 
Shaw was the victim of a wmysterious 
assault. He was found in his bed senseless and 
covered with blood. Later it was discovered 
that a young negro boy whom the Judge had 
raised and educated and intrusted with the 
management of bis affairs had forged the Judge’s 
hame to a bank check, drawn outa large sum of 
mouey, and then to prevent exposure had at- 
tempted the life of his benefactor by pounding 
his head with a hammer while asleep, and leav- 
ing him for dead, For a long time his life was 
despaired of. He never fully recovered from 
the attack. He resolutely refused, however, to 
allow his protégé to be punished for his crime. 


He was the law partner of the late Congressman

WASHINGTON POLICE 

TRIAL ENDED. 

MORE EVIDENCE AGAINST THE SUPER- 
INTENDENT—THE MATTER BROUGHT 
TO THE PRESIDENT’S. ATTENTION. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—At the trial of 
Police Lieutenant Arnold to-day the testimony 
for the defense was taken and the case is con- 
cluded unless the District Commissioners decide 
to hear argument by counsel on both sides. The 
charge of conduct unbecoming an officer was 
preferred by Major Walker, Superintendent of 
Police, against Lieut. Richard A. Arnold, be- 
cause he had circulated a false and malicious 
report “ concerning Major Walker.” Commis- 
sioner Wheatly presided. This fact is criticised 
as strange, if not improper. Commissioner 
Wheatly is said to have been strongly urged 
for appointment by Mr. Walker, who became 
oue of his bondsmen. The Commissioner then 
appvuinted Mr. Walker Major of Police, and when 
the charge was preferred against his appointee 
he sits as a sort of Judge in the case. 

The testimony taken to-day on behalf of the 
accused Lieutenant all tended to substantiate 
the testimony given on Saturday by Lieut. Kelly, 
who was then called for the prosecution, and 
who to-day was heard as the first wituess for the 
defendant. Kelly admitted that he had told 
Commissioner Webb that there was no order is- 
sued to watch Congressmen, but not that it was 
a lie or that there was no foundation forit. He 
had also said that there was nothing in it, his 
object being to suppress a scandal, He made no 


explanation of the apparent contradiction of his 
statements, except that the statement he was 
making was under oath, 

Lieut. Arnold, the accused officer, went over 
again the conversation at the meeting of Octo- 
ber. He said that ee Walker referred with 
some gratitivation tothe fact of the Commis- 
siouers’ approval of the police estimates. “ He 
then went on to state,” said the witness, “ that 
when the time came he would go himself to Con- 
gress,as he knew many wembers of Congress, 
and urge this thing, and he went on to say that 
he would like the men who knew members of 
Congress to go and explain tothem the wants 
of the department, andif that were done he ex- 
po to get the hundred additional men needed 
vy the force. He then said he thought it would 
be a good idea for the wen doing duty south of 
the avenue, which I tuok to be addressed to me, 
te note the habits of members of Congress.” 

“Why did you,” asked Gen. Heuckle, “* think 
that this remark was addressed to you?” 

* Simply,” said the witness, “ because the ma- 
jority of the disreputable houses*in the city are 
in my precinct. He said that he thought it 
would be a good idea for the men doing duty 
south of the avenue to note the habits of mem- 
bers of Congress, and that be would use that 
matter when he came to go before Congress. 
One of the Lieutenants present reterred to the 
Whitthorne matter, and stated that one of the 
members of the old Police Board had at- 


tempted such a thing aud at this time 
was walkin the street with his shirt- 
tail out.” The witness had the impression 


that it was Lieut. Gissfurd who suggested that 
this was a proposition to blackmail, to which 
Major Walker remarked: ‘No, not that.” The 
wituess also repeated the rewark made by 
Sergt. Diggins when that officer heard of Major 
Walker’s suggestion that “it would set the town 
on tire.’ After the story had got out the 
Lieutenant met Major Walker. “I told the 
Major,” he said, ‘‘ that I had told Sergt. Liggins. 
Ou the impulse of the moment I thought | had 
done a great wrong by telling the truth, even in 
telling it to my Sergeant. I told him that [ 
would give $10,000; that I would submit to 
being reduced to a Sergeantcy if that would 
suppress the scandal.” 

“ Did you admit at that time that what you 
told Diggins was not the truth ?”’ 

** No, Sir. he language that had been used at 
the Major’s office was not referred to.” 

‘Did Major Walker deny that what you had 
told Diggins was true?’ 

“No, Sir,’ said the witness, “it was not de- 
nied atall;in factthe language used’was not 
referred tu atall. He did uet even accuse.me of 
stating what was untrue.” He denied saying tu 
Major Walker thaé he had spoken to Diggins as a 
joke. The Major told him, he said, that he 
would not be in a hurry to prefer charges, 
and informed him for the first time 
that the matter had been laid before the Presi- 
dent. ‘** He said to me,” said the witness, *‘ that it 
would be to my advautage to find the connect- 
ing link between those two men, Diggins and 
Edelin, and the man who laid the matter before 
the President. He also enjoined me particular- 
ly that McDevitt was not to be used in the mat- 
ter.” The witness denied positively that the 
Major said at the headquarters coxference, after 
the suggestion regarding blackmail, that * he 
wanted no such business; that whatever they 
did they should do in an honurable way.” There 
was, he said, no such language used. 

Tne board waived an oifer to prove Lieut. Ar- 
nold’s good churacter, Commissioner Wheatly 
saying that it was unnecessary, as his character 
spoke for itself, After Lieut. Boteler and J. H. 
Shelton had testified for the defense Major 
Walker again took the stand to reassert all that 
he ay previously asserted. The hearing then 
closed. : 

It has come out during the hearing that the 
examination has been in a measure forced by 
the direction of the President. The assumption 
is, therefore, that he expects to see the scandal 
thoroughly snvestigated. Whatever the Police 
Board may do, it now seems difficult for it to 
whitewash the matter out of sight. It seems in- 
credible, in the light of the testimony on both 
sides, that Lieut. Arnold could haveinveéented the 
idea of watching Congressmen in order to have 
a leverage upon their actions. The discussion of 
the police supplies in the District of Columbia 
bill must inevitably revive the scandal; and 
while it may not result in a refusal to grant 
mouey to maintain the police, it is reasonably 
certain that there will not be an increased ap- 
propriation to provide 100 additional officers 
under Major Walker as Superintendent. 


The report of Brevet Brig.-Gen. R. H. Jack- 
son, Major of the Fifth Artillery, of his inspec- 
tion and observation of the several organizations 
of the National Guard of the State of New-York, 


on duty at the State camp of instruction at 
Peekskill, during the period froin June 19 to 
Aug. 7, 1886, is made public. He says the per- 
centage of attendance in camp of the separate 
companies was greater than that of regiments, 
the former being 82.28 per cent. and the latter 
78.33. Major Jackson suggests that blouses be 
issued to the men. A heavy double-breasted 
uniform coat, he says, is not a comfort- 
able garment to wear at drill when the 
mereury stands at 85° or 90° in the shade. 
In speaking of the arms and equipments, he says 
it was the most comfortable camp he had ever 
seen, Major Jackson recognizes in his report 
that the system of feeding the troops by contract 
isa good one. He does uot think that sufticient 
time was given to that most important part of 
the tactics entitled ‘Instructions for Skirmish- 
ers.” “The marching in columns of fours,” com- 
pany movements, &c., can all be taught in the 
armories, Major Jackson states, “but the prac- 
tical part of the skirmish drill can only be learned 
incamp.”

Some well instructed officers might 
be detailed to drill and instruct them and 
require them to recite in tactics, &c. The instruc. 
tion should be theoretical as wellas practical,as this 
camp has very f demonstrated the great valueand 
need of theoretical instruction. Capt. Horatio P. 
Stacpole, who supervised the company drills, is an 
excellent tactical officer. He was present at all of 
these drills, and made daily ber agg in writing to the 
Post Adjutant, setting forth the mistakes and inac- 
curacies he had observed. These reports were sent 
by the Post Adjutant to the commanding officers 
of regiments and battalions, with orders from the 
Post Commander to have the mistakes corrected and 
the inaccuracies rectified Nothing escaped the 
vigilant eye of Capt. Stacpole. I observed that 
some of the Adjutants at dress parate, when takin 
their places after dressing the ranks and command. 
ing ‘Front,’ did not march ‘to a point midway _be- 
tween the line of field officers and the commanding 
ofticer;’? that the officers, on approaching the com. 
manding officer at the conclusion of the ree ok 
were not always halted Lf the Adjutant at six yar 
from the commanding officer, and that the ceremo- 
ny was not always concluded when the officers 
saluted and the commanding. officer had acknowl. 
edged the salute and given his instructions.” 


Major Jackson says the discipline of the camp 
was excellent and the guard duty creditably per- 
formed, although it cannot be taught in one tour 
of duty.

THE BARTHOLDI STATUE LIGHT. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The Post to- 
morrow will pubiish an article saying that the 
Bartholdi statue remains unlighted because 
different branches of the Government are wait- 
ing for each other to take the initiative. 
At the Treasury Department it is stated 


that the department is powerless to 
act because the statue has not been 
turned over to the department by the President, 
'as itis maintained the law requires. At the 
White House it is said that the President has no 
objection to making the order necessary for 
illuminating the statue, but he understands that 
the statue is,under the law, subject to the control 
of the Lighthouse Board, and he is waiting for 
that bureau to — the matter before him through 
the Secretary of the Treasury. Commander 
Picking, of the Lighthouse Board, said it would 
be possible to light the statue from funds con- 
tributed by private persons, but he did not think 
such an extreme course necessary. He believed 
that funds could be found in the lighthouse ap- 
propriations to pay for the illumination of the 
statue provided the President would 
order its illumination. At present their 
hands were tied. The Lighthouse Board 
is said te have collected a large amount of 
data regarding the illumination. It finds that 
$900 a@ month will be required to illuminate 
the statue with the same kind of light as that 
used during the unveiling ceremonies. The 
Lighthouse Board has also given considerable 
attention to the mode of lighting. It is thought 
to be impossible to illuminate the whole statue 
so that it will be seen at night, owing to its dull, 
non-reflecting surface.

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THE DEFEAT OF FRANK HURD. 
MONEY FROM IRON MEN AND DEMO- 
CRATIC TREACHERY THE CAUSES, 
CotumpBus, Ohio, Nov. 15.—The Hon. 
Frank H. Hurd, who was defeated for Congress 
in the Tenth District, was in Columbus to-day, 
and in conversation expressed his belief in the 
tinal triumph of revenug reform and ultimate 
free trade. In speaking of the reports in circula- 
tion to the effect that he had left Ohio Mr. Hurd 
said: ‘‘No, I have not left the State and shall 
not. The friends of revenue reform will con-

“My defeat was not at all unexpected. While 
I may have entertained the hope that I would be 
elected to Congress in the early days of the cam- 
paign, that hope or confidence was severely 
shattered as the contest proceeded.

DR. HODGES FUNERAL. 
GREAT THRONGS OF PEOPLE ATTEND 
THE SERVICES. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 15.—Dr. Hodge, 
Professor of Theology in Princeton Seminary, 
was buried here to-day. His funeral was very 
largely attended. The First Presbyterian Church, 
in which the ceremonies were held, was crowded 
to a most uncomfortable degree. The students 
attended in a body and packed the galleries of 
the church, for with them, as with the Faculty, 
the Professor was a favorite. 

The funeral address,a most eloquent effort, 
was delivered by the Rev. Dr. William Paxton. 


He is at present a member of the seminary Fac- 
ulty, and was atone time Pastor jof the First 
Presbyterian Church, of New-York. In his ad- 
dress Dr. Paxton described Dr. Hodge as poet, 
theologian, orator, philosopher, Christian, and 
child, The body was followed from the chapel 
to the church and from the latter to the grave 
by a very large procession. The pall bearers 
were selected from the students at the semi- 
nary and were 20 in number. They were fol- 
lowed in the order given by the members of Dr. 
Hodge’s family, the Faculty of the seminary, 
the Directors and Trustees, Faculties of other 
theological seminaries, the Faculty and Trustees 
of Princeton College, alarge body of clergymen, 
the students of the seminary, and the students 
of the college. 

The New-Yorkers who attended the funeral 
chartered a special train. Among them were the 
Rev. Dr. John R. Paxton, the Rey. Mr. Harlan, 
First Presbyterian Church; the Rey. Samuel 
Alexander, Col. John J. McCook, H. M. Alex- 
ander, C. B. Alexander, and F. Wolcott Jackson. 
Others who xuttended were Amzi Dodd, Vice-

WHY GEN. CROOK WAS RELIEVED. 

Curcaco, Ill., Nov. 15.—A special dis- 
patch from El Paso, Texas, says: ‘On March 28 
last Gen. Crook telegraphed Gen. Sheridan from

DR. HOLMES'S HARD WORDS 


PRINCETON WARMLY SUPPORG 
ING ITS PRESIDENT. 
CORRESPONDENCE BETWEEN DR. M’cosit 

AND DR. ELIOT, WHICH IS NOT SAT- 
ISFACTORY TO THE FORMER, 
PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 15.—Dr. MeCosh, 
President of Princeton College, and Dr. Eliot, 
President of Harvard University, were very 
warm friends until quite recently. Last Winter 
Dr. Eliot paida visit to Dr. McCosh and waa 
handsomely entertained. There is little indica- 
tion at present that such a visit will be repeat- 
ed, and the breach created by Dr. Holmes be- 
tween the two Presidents seems to be daily grow- 
ing broader and deeper. 
Dr. McCosh is laboring under the evident mise 
apprehension of supposing that a double attack 


was made upon his religion and his college. 
This attack, in the opinion of his friends, 
Was made under peculiarly aggravating circum- 
stances. He attended Harvard’s celebration as 
an invited guest. He probably expected to de- 
rive some benetit for his college and much pleas- 
ure for himself from his visit. He naturally 
noticed that the stock of honorary degrees 
conferred by Harvard was exhausted before 
Princeton was reached. He was not in need or 
in search of a degree for himself, as he 
had already received one. It had occurred to 
him, however, that among the Faculty of Prince- 
ton College were men worthy of the highest dis- 
tinction it was in Harvard’s power to grant, and 
it was not pleasant to think they had been over- 
looked while degrees were simply scattered 
among the Faculties of other colleges. Dr. Mc- 
Cosh might have overlooked this apparent for- 
getfulness on the part of Harvard had not Dr.’ 
Holmes, as he imagined, furnished him fresh 
<< for unpleasant thought in the following 
ines: 


“ As once of old from Ida’s lofty height 

The flaming signal flasned across the night, 

So Harvarda’s beacon sheds its unspent rays 

Till every watch tower shows its kindling blaze. 
Caught trom a spark and fanned by every gale, 
A brighter radiance gilds the roofs of Yale; 
Amherst and Williams bid their flambeaus shine, 
And Bowdoin answers through her groves of pines 
O’er Princeton’s sands the far reflections steal, 
Where mighty Edwards stamped his iron heel: 
Nay, on the hill where old beliefs were bound 
Fast as if Styx had girt them nine times round, 
Bursts such a light that trembling souls inquire 
If the whole church of Calvin is on fire! 

Well may they ask, for what so brightly burns 
As a dry creed that nothing ever learns?

When Dr. Holmes had given his muse ful% 
play and the muse had refused to say anything. 
more, Dr. MeCosh quietly took his departure con 
boarded the next train for Princeton. He wasas 
indignant as a Scotchman who thinks he has 
cause to be generally is, and when his friends 
and fellow-workers at the college heard the 
version of all that had happened at Harvard's 
celebration they were indignant, too, and ex- 
tremely glad that Dr. MoCosh had absented him- 
self from the banquet that was designed to act 
as a sort of capstone to the celebration. 

After giving the matter some thought, but not 
until he was thoroughly convinced that an in- 
tentional slight was put upon Princeton College, 
Dr. McCosh wrote to the Secretary of the com-, 
mittee which had had charge of the arrange-’ 
ments and from whom he had reeeived his invi- 
tation. In this letter he wrote that he had at- 
tended the celebration on the invitation of Har- 
vard College and had “met treatment that 
could not possibly by any chance have hap- 
pened to a Harvard representative at Princeton.” 
He would have thought less of the remarks made 
by Dr. Holmes if in looking over the list of hon- 
orary degrees be had not noted that none was 
given to Princeton. He could not think this was 
on account of a lack of merit, as Princeton had 
among her Faculty a number worthy of the 
honor. Among these he mentioned Prof. Young, 
the celebrated Professor of astronomy. 

Therefore, Dr. McCosh continued in his letter, 
in view of the circumstances to which he iad 
alluded, he believed his presence would not kave 
been welcome at the banquet and that his maost 
dignified course was to take his leave. He con- 
cluded with the statement that, as he had re- 
ceived the letter of invitation from the Secreta- 
ry having charge of the celebration, he thought 
it due to him to give a reason for his absence. 

Dr. McCosh’s letter shook the placidity that 
generally reigns at Harvard inthe heat of Sum- 
mer or cold of Winter, and it was at once decided 
that the matter was far too serious to be settied 
by a secretary of arrangements. President 
Eliot took it in hand,and he wrote to Dr. Mc- 
Cosh in a dual capacity as President of Harvard 
University and as an intimate friend. He care- 
fully traversed the events of the celebration, 
and when he had finished he had tilled 
tive pages of note paper. He _ strongly 
disclaimed any intention of inflicting injury 
upon the feelings of Dr. McCosh. He assured 
the latter that “every one” condemned Dr. 
Holmes for his remarks. Dr, Holmes did not 
represent Harvard sentiments, Dr. MecCosh was 
begged to believe. On the face of the letter it 
was apparent that Dr. Eliot was most anxious 
to convince Dr. McCosh thatit wag alla mistake, 
and that the proper thing to do was to shake 
hands and let bygones be bygones, 

The last linein Dr. Eliot’s letter was as fot 
lows: ‘* Kind regards to Mrs. McCosh.” 

Dr. Eliet’s explanation did not satisfy Dn 
McCosh, and there will probably be furtbe! 
correspondence between them. Dr. MecOosk 
will not say that he is not satisfied; in fact he 
does not care to talk about the matter at this 
stage, but friends with whom he has discussed 
the matter say so. He returned to-day from 
Philadelphia, where he preached twice yester- 
day. He looked as bright and full of life asif 
he had not already done a day’s work in travel- 
ing from Philadelphia and m delivering twa 
lectures within two hours of his arrival at home. 

It had been claimed that be was also dissgatis- 
fied with remarks of James Russe}l Lowell 
There is nothing in the claim, for when it waa 
mentioned to Dr. McCosh he said: 

“lT approve of Mr. Loweli’s remarks, out and 
out, especially all that he said about elective 
studies and Greek.” 

During the not long conversation that ensued, 
for Dr. Hodge’s funeral was to take place at 2 
o’ciock, Dr. McCosh reiterated his approval of all 
that Mr. Lowell had said. 

“T simply came home,” he said, * after listen- 
ing to Mr. Helwes, He spoke so contemptuous- 
ly of a dry theology—and his remarks were ap- 
plied to this college, for he mentioned Prinse- 
ton—that I took the earlest train I could get for 
home. When I went to Harvard I did not wish 
a degree for mysel, but I was disappointed when 
Princeton was left out and all the neighboring 
colleges got honors.” 

Dr. MeCosh admitted, thongh with some re- 
luctance, that the fashion in which Princeton 
was treated shortened his stay at Harvard. He ° 
refused to discuss the contents of the letter 
which had brought a prompt reply from Dr. El- 
iot, nor would he divulge the nature of that re- 

oly. He maintained that the letters were not 

fis property, and that he could not surrender 

them for publication without obtaining Dr. El- 

iot’s consent. He will doubtless be surprised 

to read his own tetter and the gist of 

Dr. Elit’s communication in THE TIMES, and

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SUPERSTITIOUS NEGLECT 


KILLED BY THE TREATMENT 
OF THE MEDICINE MAN. 
®ROF. LIBBEY’S STATEMENT RESPECT- 
ING THE CAUSES OF THE DEATH 

OF THREE ALASKA INDIANS. 

Prof. Libbey, of Princeton, who accom- 
Panied Lieut. Schwatka on THE TIES Alaska 
exploring expedition, gives the following ac- 
count of the death of threé Indians who used 
arsenic which had belonged te the stores of the 
expedition in making bread: 

“A few days after we arrived at Yakutat Bay, 
and after the Indians had been paid off, bright 
and early one morning a large number of the 
women of the camp came to our tent and showed 
ms a yeast powder can, stating that they had 
found this among the traps of one of the In- 
dians who had been with us, and had used it in 
making bread. They said, further, that a num- 
ber of Indians who had eaten the bread were 
very sick. Thécan was instantly recognized as 
one which had contained arsenic that had been 
useG in an attenipt to poison wolves by a white 
man who remained in our camp at Icy Bay dur- 
ing the time that thé party was upon the slopes 
of Mount St. Elias. The advance guard of the 
party on their return found this can ata dis- 
tance of about two miles from the camp, and 
being suspicious that everything was not right 
concerning it took it to camp with them. When 
half way there they found the man who had used 
it and who atated the facts regarding it. 

“It was then thrown away into the bushes, 
aiter the Indian in the party had been told that 
it was ‘no good.’ He found it, however, and was 
deprived of it and given to understand by signs 
its dangerous character. It was again thrown 
away, and nothing more was seén or heard of it 
until it appeared in the peculiar manner de- 
seribed in front of our tent at Yakutat Bay. 

“Shortly after the women appeared in our 
ramp the old chief came down, and ali formed a 
tircle around us. We then explained, through 
an interpreter,in a most careful manner, the 
Whole situation. We also ascertained that the 
Indian who had found the arsenic at Icy Bay had 
left Yakutat Bay on being paid off for his serv- 
ices and returned to Icy Bay to spend the Win- 
ter hunting for seal, and had undoubtedly for- 
gotten the precious trophy he had carried all the 
way from Icy Bay with him. This was only an 
instance of what we found to be one of the pre- 
dominating characteristics of these Indians— 
that of picking up whatever we threw away, in 
thé hope that 1t would prove of value to them. 

“The old chief commenced a reply to our 
statement of the facts by telling us that white 
men lied, that Indians lied sometimes, but that 
he never lied. This was not a very consoling 
beginning. He went on to state that he had 
promised Capt. Nichols that he would take care 
ofus and,as he he saw that every eare had 
been taken by the party to prevent harm com- 
ing from the usé of the poison, and that it was 
simply the carelessness of the man who had 
brought the trouble upon them, he would see 
that our explanation was well received. At the 
same time he said that he was sorry to lose BO 
good a friend as was one of the men who was 
suffering from the effects of the arsenic. 

“ Tt seemed that one of the men who was with 
us was a direct sufferer. He was one of the most 
valuable men of the party, end was known as 
the Bear Hunter by his tribe. Himself, his 


wife, and their three children were among the 
sick. Another Indian, aSitkan, swelled the sick 
list up to six. Wesaid that it was not certain 
that all would die; that we had ler hopes of 
their recovering if they would do as we told 
them. A member of the party then started with 
the interpreter. for the chief’s house to see 
what couid be done. Shortly after arriving at 
the chief’s house, where all the sick were col- 
lected together, the youngest of the sick children 
died. The rest of them commenced to suffer 
severely trom cramps. The interpreter at once 
set to work to make some good strong coffee, and 
some feathers were torn from an eagle’s wing 
hanging up in the house, each of the sick being 
supplied with one for the purpose of inducing 
vomiting. The Sitka Indian and the two re- 
iaining children of the hunter used them, but 
the hunter and his wife refused todo so. They 
all, however, drank the coffee when it was given 
them. After afew hours the Sitka Indian and 
the two girls were feeling greatly relieved, and 
then the two refractory patients noting the 
others’ improvement and still feeling terribly 
ihemselves cousented to the same treatment. 
in theeyening it was apperent that the first 
named three were out of danger, and it was hoped 
that the hunter and his wife might pull through 
on account of their strong constitutions. There 
is no doubt that if any proper care had been ex- 
ercised on their behalf they also might have 
escaped, but at this stage of the case the Indian 
medicine man and his attendants were called 
in. 

“ Before the medicine man consented to help 
he received a fee from the hunter consisting of a 
musket and 20 yards of cotton cloth, represent- 
ing a mouey value there of $20. The medicine 
juan and his attendants called twice a day for 
two days upon their patients. Their exercises 
were of peculiar interest to us. The medicine 
ian, who had reduced himself to a condition of 
almost complete nudity, seated himself close to 
the sick man, who was lying onthe ficor. He 
uatied his hair, which 1s generally worn long by 
the medicine men and is considered one of the 
secrets of their power, and let it fafl down his 
back. He then took some of his charms, ecco ry | 
of sea otters carved from walrus tusks an 
teeth of various animals, and put them in the 
hands of the sufferer. Then one of the attend- 
ants picked eagles’ or swans’-down from a skin, 
which the box contained, and, holding it aloft in 
their fingers, they blew it into the sick man's 
face and over his hair, giving him avery peculiar 
appearance. This is supposed to have an influ- 
ence in driving away the ‘ yakeés,’ or evil spirits, 
which, while they are not caarged with produc- 
ing sickness, are credited with hovering around 
the sick and trying to make them worse. ‘the 
medicine man is supposed to have power which 
is superior to that of a certain number of the 
‘vakes’ and able to keep them away from the 
sierer as long as the incantations are in prog- 
yess. 

“The next proceeding was for an able-bodied 
man to take a drum formed of # hide drawn over 
one side of ahoopand pound it vigorously. Ar- 
ranged on either side of the fireplace in the cen- 
tre of the tent were eight or ten Indians, who as- 
sisted gratuitously. Their part of the perform- 
ance consisted in making all the noisé they could 
by beating paddles raised slightly from the floor 
with sticks, and accompanying the clatter pro- 
duced with a monotonous and dismal chant. 
This they would keep up for 20 minutes at a 
time. When they stopped the medicine man 
would resume his incantations with redoubled 
ensray: making motions with his arms as if 
‘shoving’ away the evil spirits and spitting ia 
their supposed direction. While the men were 
beating the paddles heindulgedin the most ex- 
traordinary gymnastic exercises. Seated upon 
his haunches he jumped up and down with 
his hands extended over the sick man, and 
shouted out the chant in which the others joined. 
Every now and then ali would stop, and he 
— go through a series of special incanta- 

ons. 

“Each of these performances lasted® about 
two hours, and when they were over I tried to 
do the best I could with what was left of the 
man. This lasted for two days, and on the 
morning of the thirdday the man died, which 
caused no diminution of faith in the medicine 
man’s ability, as he had when first called in told 
the patient that he must die. I believe the man 
would not have diedif he had followed our di- 
rections and the others had taken good care of 
him. Their systematic neglect of him, caused 
largely by a superstitious dread of hte geen a 
dying man orany of his effects, together with 
his weakened system, was what evéntually 
caused his death. ‘ 

“ Asan example of this neglect I would state 
that when he was suffering from cramps in the 
muscles of his limbs after one of the performances, 
we tried to getsome hot water to apply to his 
feet but the chief would not allow us to use the 
ordinary tea kettles, then sitting by the fire for 
the purpose, for fear of their being contaminated 
by the touch of the supposed dying man. A 
further ageravation was Oat hy er in their re- 
fusal to supply him with light food at our re- 
quest. When wo ordered them to give him some 
tender meat they fed him with hard smoked 
salmon. After a great deal of pérsuasion we ex- 
acted a promise from some of them that they 
would go and get him some fresh salmon. It 
did not arrive until after the poor fellow was 
dead. His own son, who was sitting by the fire 
with his wife while they enjoyed a meal of 
boiled rice, refused to let the old man have 
any of it, fearing the contamination. Under the 
ejrcumstances itis hardly to be wondered at 
that the man died, and that his wife, who met 
with similar treatment, shared his fate.”

RULES FOR BASBBALL. 


ACTION OF THE JOINT LEAGUE AND 
ASSOCIATION COMMITTEE.. 

CrroaGo, Nov. 15.—The Joint Rules Com- 
tmhittes, Gonsisting of Messrs. A. G. Spalding, 
John I. Rogers, of Philadelphia, and John B. 
Day, of New-York, representing the National 
League Baseball organization, and Messrs. Zack 
Phelps, Louisville; O. P. Caylor, Cincinnati, and 
William Barnie, Baltimore, representing the 
American Association, began its meeting at the 


Tremont House this morning. The work of 
the meeting will be to arrange a set of 
playing rules that will be agieéable to both 
ee at and do away with the system now 
in vogue. To harmonize and expedite mattérs 
the committee invited the Captains of several of 
the leading baseball ¢luibs of the League and 
American Association to join their deliberations. 
Capts. Anson, Ward, va aaa't and Morrill, 
Boston,) of the League, and Comiskey, (St. 

ouis,) Swartwood. (Brooklyn,) and Stovey (of 
the Athletics) were selected. Stovey, Morrill, 
and Comiskey were not present, N. E. Young, 
President of the League, and A. J. Reach, of the 
penn Club, were present. In the work 
of organizing Mr. Phelps was elected Chairman

At the close of the day’s session numerous 
changes had been decided upon. In place of the 
stoné at homie, plate, a base of similar size but 
made of white rubber was recommeénded.

In the using of two 
balls thé committee suggests that when a ball is 
batted out of sight of the players another must 
be substituted, instead of waiting until the batted 
ball is returned. Whenever a ball is ripped or 
damaged another must be at once brought into 
play. The American Association was allowed to 
use the flat bat, if itso desires, the same as the 
League.

SUICIDE OF A MERCHANT. 


ee --— 
A WEALTHY MAN TAKES HIS OWN LIFE 
BY INHALING GAS, 

Boston, Nov. 15.—Edgar Lombard, mem- 
ber of the old shipping firm of A. C. Lombard’s 
Sons, of No. 53 State-Btreet, committed suicide 
at Young’s Hotel this morning under very pecul- 
iar circumstances. Mr. Lombard, a man of ¢on- 
siderable Wealth, for many years lived at Brain- 
tree. Finding the daily trips to and from his 
homé by railroad very trying in his feeble éon- 
dition of health, he hired a suite of rooms at 
Young’s about two weeks ago, and has since re- 
sided there, It was his custom to rise quite 
early, and his neglect to do so this 
morning caused some surprisé among the 
clerks, but an investigation was not made until 
about 11:45 o’clock, when one of thé employes 
of the hotel, while passing Mr. Lombard’s rooms 
detected the odor of gas. The door was found 
to be locked; the clerk was notified, and a car- 
penter called. The latter climbed through the 
transom over the door of Mr. Lombard’s bath- 
room, and found Mr. Lombard lying dead on the 
floor beside the bathtub. In his mouth was one 
end of a rubber tube, the other end of which 
was affixed to the gas burner. He had turned the 
gas on, and lay in this position until death ensued 
from asphyxia. The carpenter unlocked the door 
and admitted those on the outside, The gas was 
immediately turned off and a doctor was called. 
An examination showed that death had taken 
place but a short time before the body was dis- 
covered. The deceased evidently had arisen 
with the intention of taking a bath, for the tub 
was filled with tepid water. The only cause as- 
signed is despondéncy, caused by ill-health. The 
suicide ieaves a widow and three children. The 
firm of A. C. Lombard’s Sons has been engaged 
in the shipping business for many years, two 
brothers having succeeded to their father’s busi- 
ness over 20 years ago. ‘Lhe firm dealt mainly 
in lumber, and handled immensé quantities of 


Southern pine and timber from the forests of 
Maine. 


W. H. KIEBRNAN’S DEATH. 


KILLED BY A FALL DOWN STAIRS AT 
A FRIEND’S HOUSE. 

William H. Kiernan, the Assistant Secre- 
taty of the Chamber of Commeréé, and @ promi- 
nent Brooklyn Catholic, died Saturday at the 
house of a friend, Valentine BE. Ward, No, 855 
Willoughby-street, Brooklyn. Mr. Kiernan staid 
all of Thursday night at Mr. Ward’s house, and 
when descending the stairs to the break- 


fast room Friday morning missed his footing 
and fell headlong to the basement floor. He 
struck upon his head and was dizzy for a few 
minutes, but did not suppose that he had suf- 
fered a fatalinjury. In about an hour, however, 
severe pains made themselves felt in his head, 
and before a physician could be summoned Mr. 
Kiernan was unconscious. Hé remained in that 
condition for 24 hours, and died without recog- 
poy | his son, the only member of his family 
who is still alive. 

Mr. Kiernan was about 56 years of age, pos- 
sessed of some literary ability, and was the 
founder of the Loyola Union, one of the strong- 
est Catholic associations in Brooklyn. He was 
very methodical in his habits, and when his 
friénds camé to search his desk they found that 
he had made every preparation for death. 
A will was found, together with a 

aper detailing the arrangements for his 
uneral and giving a list of 12 pall bearers. The 
strangest papers in the desk, however, were sev- 
eral of the writer’s own déath notices, with a 
blank space left for filling 1n the date. In ac- 
cordance with Mr. Kiernan’s wishes thé body 
lay in Mr. Ward’s house all day Sunday and yes- 
terday, and will be buried from thé Loyola Union 
Club Howse to-day. Representatives of half a 
dozen organizations will attend.

AID FOR THE HOSPITALS. 
PREPARATIONS FOR TAKING UP THE AN- 
NUAL COLLECTION. - 

Already arrangements are making for the 
annual Saturday and Sunday collections for the 
25 hospitals of the city represented in the asso- 
ciation which participates in the proceeds of 
those collections. Last year the collections 
from churches and secular sources aggregated 
$46,085 38, and this year it is expected that the 
amount will exceed $50,000, as the increase for 
1885 over 1884 was $9,542 63. 

A meeting of the managers of the Hospital 
Saturday and Sunday Association was held at 
St. Luke’s Hospital last evening, at which there 
were present Messrs. William A. Smith, Freder- 


ick Sturges, the Rev. Dr. Thomas Armitagé, R. 
©. Root, A. G. Agnew, Henry Rosenwald, the 
Rév. H. 8. Day, G. W. Krueger, the Rev. 
G. 8. Baker, C. N. Kent, . Stix, ahd 
John 8. Bussing. Mr. F. F. Cook, the 
general .agent of the association, re- 
ported a most favorable outlook for the collec- 
tions in the synagogues and churches on the last 
Saturday and Sunday of the year. Several 
churches in which for various reasons collec- 
tions have not been taken up in the past will 
this year add their contributions to the fund, 
and collections in over 200 chufches and syna- 
gogues will probably be taken.

In 1880 but 55 per 
cent, of the fund was undesignated, but as con- 
tributors have learned that this is the better 
way to make their offerings, last year 7712 per 
cent. of the total contribution was made direct 
to the general fund. Allthe money collected in 
the synagogues, the Universalist churches, and 
by the Society for Ethical Culture was for the 
general fund, as was 9719 percent. of that re- 
céived from secular sources. 

As was done last year, contribution boxes will 
be placed in the elevated railroad stations and in 
restaurants and other places of public resort, 
and it is hoped that many spare pennies, nickels, 
and dimes will find their way to the general funda 
from this source. ;

THE DUFFY FAILURE. 
GREDITORS LOOKING FOR MR. DUFFY 
AND LOOKING IN VAIN. 

Walter B. Duffy, of Rochester, N. Y., 
President of the Rochester Distilling Company; 
President of the Duffy Malt Whiskey Company, 
of Baltimofe, which went into a Receiver’s 
hands last Friday; partner of the bankrupt firm 
of F, W. Coleman & Co., which undértook to run 
French’s Hotel in this eity, and of the French 
Hotel Company which succeeded it, was to have 
been in this city yesterday in order to consult 
with his agsociates in the P. Scherer Company, 
the local representatives of the Baltimore con- 
cern. His coming was anxiously awaited by a 
large number of gentlemen who had become 
creditors of one or other of the variotis concerns 
which havé béen running the hotel, but they did 
not s6e him. They believed that he was one of 


the only two available solid men if the enter- 
prise. the other available one cp pe bce 

. Gelshenen, of the dry goods firm of Hannigan 
& Bouillon. of No. 245 Grand-street, and the one 
not available being Thomas J. Hurley, who is 
said to be now on his way to Honduras. 

Mr. Clinch, the attorney for several of the un- 
secured creditors of F. W. Coleman & Co., which 
is first in the line of the hotel’s recent pro- 
prietors, said yomuley that the creditors’ com- 
mittee had not yet done anything decisive, “ All 
they have to do,” said Mr. Clinch, “is to bring 
action against Duffy and Gelshenen, charging 
them as partners for the debts of the firm whic 
bought the goods, and also to bring action to set 
aside the chattel mortgages as fraudulent on the 
ground that they were given to secure indebted- 
ness to Duffy and Gelshenen, members of 
the firm. These actions will determine the 

uestion whether these men, Who are good for 
the amounts claimed, are members of the firm. 
The interest in the original firm of F. W. 
Coleman & Co. was held by Major Coleman, who 
represented a special partner owning a quarter 
interest, and Hurley, who held three-quarters, 
one-quarter of it for himself, another quarter for 
Hannigan & Bouillon’s special partner, Will- 
iam Gelshenen, and the third quarter for Walter 
B. Duffy. The meeting which perfectéd this ar- 
rangement was held at the Astor House, and 
Coleman and Hurley were put forward as the 
ostensible partners, the facts in the case being 
concealed from the creditors until the latter part 
of last week. The subsequent changes in the 
style and management of the concern behind the 
hotel were eminently well calculated to s0 in- 
volve the property as to deter creditors from 
making the attempt to pursue the responsible 
parties.”

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CHEERING THE DEMOCRATS. 
AN ADDRESS BY MR. COX AND A LET- 
TER FROM MR HEWITT. 

Congressman-elect 8.8. Cox entertained 
the members of the Young Men’s Démocratic 
Club last night by a few remarks on Democracy 
and the Henry George movement. He spoke 
generally against the theory of protection, and 
argued that the workingmen could be converted 
to the ranks of the tariff reform men. He did not 
take a gloomy view for the Democratic Party be- 
cause of the deféction of the labor vote. The 
supporters of Mr. George would soon find that the 
Democtacy was their only friend. Mr. George’s 
theories had no place in the political arena. In 
order to make at all possible the success of his 


vague and visionary ideas he would have to get 
the Constitutional Convention to amend the 
organic law—the Constitution. Even should he 
succeed in doing this the changes recommended 
by the convention would have to be passed upon 
by the people of the State at large. 

Mr. Cox showed that no amendment to the 
State Constitution inconsistent with the Consti- 
tution of the United States could be legalized. 
He said also that the labor men had already 
within their organization the seeds of dis- 
integration. Their party would not last 
two years. Evenifthe labor vote did continues 
to menace the Democracy the Republicans could 
not help but be also affected. Besides defections 
to the Labor Party the sang ny had to suffer 
from the growth of the Prohibition Party, the 
vote of which was constantly increasing in the 
State.

JESSIE CARROLI’S ORIME. 
ON TRIAL FOR AIDING HER LOVER IN 
HIS EMBEZZLEMENTS.

When he was taken to jail and stripped and 
searched $450 in bills waa found in his sock. 
After remaining in jail over night Jones con- 
fessed that he was not only a defaulter, but had

Miss Carroll was not at 
home, but just where Jones said the books were 
they weré found. Steps were at once taken for 
the arrest of Miss Carroll as an accessory to the 
cfime. The Grand Jury indicted her on two 
counts—one for grand larceny in taking the 
books and one for compounding a felony by as- 
sisting Frank B. Jones to steal and conceal the 
books. It was on this indictment that the girl 
has just been tried. Every day since the trial

The evidence showed that Jessie Carroll was 
taken into Jones’s family as & domestic when a 
a young girl at a time when he and his wife lived 
in Columbus, Ind. When Jones came here to 
work he broke up housekeeping and Jessie Car- 
roll disappeared so far a8 Mrs. Jones knew. 
was shown, howéver, that she camé to this city 
at stated intervals, and remained séveral days 
During fhe éarly partof 1885 Jones purchase 
four and one-half acres of land and a house hear 
Spring City, Tenn., and made the deeds to Jessie 
D. Carroll, Regularly every month Jones sent 
her a package of money by express, néver less 
than $100 and never more than $150, and every 
month she visited this city. Jones had put some 
Florida get og in her name, too. It was shown 
that two nights before the books were missed 
Jessie arrived at the station in this city and was 
met by Jones. That night a trunk was taken to 
Jonés’s room and the trunk and Jessie left on 
the midnight train. It is the theory that the 
bodks were put into this trunk and taken to 
Tennessee.

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A DESPERATE MANIAC. 

GREENVILLE, Texas, Nov. 15.—A few 
miles from Liberty Hill, Williamson County, is 
the plantation of Charles Baker, a well-to-do 
farmer, who recently lost his Wife. About a 
month ago neighbors saw that Baker’s mind was 
becoming affected. Suddenly he developed into

them atthe top. He opéned fire, shooting Miller 
in the shoulder, inflicting a serious wound.

Several times Baker 
tried to leave the hotise, but finding every door 
and window blockaded he became perfectly 
furious, and rushing to the upper chamber 
seized a razor, placed himself before the window, 
where the neighbors could get a good view of 
him, and then deliberately cut his throat and 
stood there bleeding to death.. Hearing Egan 
coming up stairs he turned, and, notwithstand- 
ing the gaping wound, attempted to kill his 
neighbor, but the bullet missed the mark, where- 
upon he turned the pistol against his head, fired, 
and fell dead.

TWO DECISIONS IN FAVOR OF THS 


STATE OF NEW-YORK. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—A decision was rem 
dered by the United States Supreme Court to-day in 
the case of the Choctaw Nation against the United 
States, a suit brought in order to obtain judicial 
settlement of all existing claims of the Choctaw 
Nation against the Government. This court, in a 
long and carefully prepared opinion by Justice 
Matthews, holds that the Choctaw Nation is enti- 
tled to # judgment against the United States for the 
tcllowing sums: First, $2,981,247, subject to the 


deduction of $250,000 paid under the ac 

secon for unpaid atinuities, $59,449, thira << 

lands en in fixing the boundary between tha 
State of Arkansas and the Choctaw Nation, $63,012 
The judgment of the Court of Claims is therefore re.

have the right to collect from the Companies of suci 
State doing business in New-York an amount o 
livehse or tax équal to that collected in such State 
from New-York companies, In other words, if Penn. 
sylvania should tax New-York insurance companies 
more heavily than New-York taxed its owh compa. 
nies, the latter State would impose a diacriminatin 
tax upon Pennsylvania companies. By an act passed 
April 4, 1873, the State of Pennsylvania did so tax 
New-York companies, and the New-York law of 
1865 was thereupon enforced against he guag bo 
vania companies, The question raised by 
the case is whether the New-York law 
authorizing the taxation of alien insurance 
a at higher rates than the State of New- 
York imposes upon its own companies is not a vio- 
lation of the Fourteenth Amendment to the Federal 
Constitution, which provides that no State shall 
“ deny to any person within its jurisdiction the 
equal protection of the law.” This court holds that 
the above quoted clause of the Fourteenth Amend. 
ment has n0 application to the case. That this Penn- 
syivania corporation Game into the State of New- 

ork to do business by consent of the State, with » 
license granted for a year, and has received such Li- 
cense annu , to run for @ year, and it is with.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, fair weather, slightly 
cooler westerly winds, shifting to northerly. 


Onur Washington dispatches give the re- 
port of an “Illinois Democrat” to the effect 
that CaRTER HARRISON and Cook County 
Democrats were responsible for Col. Mor- 
RIsON’s defgat and made up a fund of

must be a pretty hard man to beat, judging 
by the number of men and factions who, by 
their own account, were engaged in beating 
him. 


The testimony taken in the trial of Lieut. 
ARNOLD, of the Washington police force, 
shows that Chief of Police WALKER should 
he promptly retired to private life. The 
Chief would like to have Congress add one 
jhundred men to the force, and Lieut. ArR- 
NOLD told one of his subordinates that at a 
meeting of the Lieutenants the Chief said 
it would be a good idea for officers on duty 
jn disreputable parts of the city to note 
the habits of Congressmen in order that 
“he information thus obtained might be 
used in procuring larger appropriations. 
‘After this story had been repeated to other 
persons the Chief accused ARNOLD of having 
circulated “‘ false, willful, and malicious re- 
ports,” and he was put on trial before one 
of the District Commissioners. Even if the 
‘testimony does not show that the Chief 
really did suggest that the errors of Con- 
gressmen should be noted for use in 
‘the way of quiet argument—and the 
evidence given by at least two Lieuten- 
ants is to the effect that the sugges- 
tion was made—it does show, upon the 
Chief’s own admission, that he urged the 
Lieutenants to use their influence with 
Congressmen to gain support for increased 
appropriations. 


The tedious process of obtaining a jury, 
with a proper combination of a “‘fair under- 
standing” and of ignorance or inability to 
form opinions, for the trial of ex-Alderman 
‘McQUADE was begun yesterday, with the 
‘result of placing seven men in the box, sub- 
ject to peremptory challenges hereafter, of 
which each side is entitled to twenty.' The 
examining of proposed jurors is an interest- 
ing process, as throwing light on the mental 
(‘habits of average citizens. 

The Tribune gives currency to a remark- 

able tale of a ‘‘deal” between Ro Luin M. 
SQuirE, Maurice B. FLYNN, and Gov. 


‘Him, parties of the first part, and the 


‘Mayor and District Attorney of this city, 


parties of the second part, by the terms of 
‘which it is agreed that the said SQUIRE and. 


FLYNN shall not be brought. to trial under 
the indictment found against ‘them for cor- 
Tupt conspiracy, &c. 6 “only induce- 
ment to such a “deal” that is 
mentioned is certain letters, from the 
Governor to Mr. SQuIRE when he was 
Commissioner of Public Works and king- 
pin of the Aqueduct Board, asking for a 
share in the aqueduct patronage, which 
letters SQUIRE has threatened to publish. 
It is not improbable that such letters exist, 
for Gov. Hit did not go into the scheme 
for controlling the aqueduct. work for noth- 
ing, butif he was afraid of their publica- 
tion the time touse them with effect was 
when SQUIRE’s removal was pending. If the 
Governor was not deterred by their exist- 
ence from approving that removal he is not 
likely to be induced to interfere to pre- 
vent the District Attorney from doing his 
duty. Thereis no imaginable inducement 
for the Mayor to enter into any ‘‘ deal” to 
save FLYNN and SqQuIRkE, and he has no con- 
cern in the judicial proceedings against 


1 them. Why Mr. MartTINE should be anx- 


ious to sacrifice official honor and reputa- 
tion to prevent the publication of Gov. 
HILv’s letters it is not easy to understand. 
But it is nevertheless true that nothing has 
been heard lately of any steps to bring 
SQUIRE and FLYNN to trialin the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer. 


M. EUGENE SPULLER is said to be study- 
ing very carefully the strikes in Chicago 
with especial reference to the treatment of 
them by the Government. He will find 
that in this instance the action of the Govy- 
ernment has been confined, as it ought 
always to be, to keeping the peace, and 
that within these limits the utmost energy 
and firmness have been shown. If M. 
SPULLER could on his return persuade the 
Chamber of which he is a member and the 
Government of which he is a most effective 
supporter that the same principle should 
be carried out in the same way in France, 
his visit to the United States might fairly 
be counted a very profitable one. 


The ease of the Flying Scud is a hard one, 
and perhaps Mr. PHELAN is justified in sus- 
pecting that a trick was played on her Cap- 
tain in order to draw him into an illegal 
act. There is no pretense that he commit- 
ted any infraction of the customs regula- 
tions by trading without a permit while 
his vessel was undergoing repairs at Hali- 
fax. It was only when he had started 
to go to sea and came to anchor at the 
mouth of the harbor through encountering 
head winds that a fisherman boarded 
him, and as a favor was allowed to buy an 
old trawl for a smallsum. This purchase is 
suspicious, as the authorities somehow 
quickly got wind of it and came down upon 
the Flying Scud. If there was collusion the 
investment of the price of the trawl was 
not reckless, since the fine to which the 
vessel was liable is $400, and the informer 
has his share. Another queer circumstance 
is that the cruiser which seized her was 
just going out of commission, having made 
not a single capture during the season, and 
this was her last chance. But be the facts 
as they may, the lesson is the old one of the 
danger of breaking local customs regula- 
tions evenin a petty matter. The fisher- 
men must keep on the safe side until an 
agreement with Great Britain is reached. 


POLITICS AND PROTECTION. 

It is generally agreed that Mr. RANDALL 
goes back to Washington for the remaining 
session of the present Congress with the 
firm determination to prevent any reduc- 
tion of the tariff. We have already shown 
that he may do this by getting his appro- 
priation bills ready and then holding them 
in suspense to be used as circumstances 
may require. Or he may, as intimated in 
the Washington dispatches of the Post last 
evening, prefer to put some of them prompt- 
ly before the House to forestall any 
action that Col. MORRISON may under- 
take. He will probably win which- 
ever way he chooses to play his game. 
The chances of any important legis- 
lation in a short session are always few, 
and there are too many interests opposed to 
any reform of the tariff and too little effect- 
ive demand for it in public opinion to justify 
the expectation that anything can be done 
with it this Winter. Moreover Col. Morri- 
SON, with all his good qualities, and he has 
many, is not aleader. In the present situa- 
tion, undoubtedly areal leader, one of de- 
cision, foresight, energy, and courage could 
force the House to take action that the Sen- 
ate could not refuse to accept. But Mr. 
MoRRISON is not such a man, and with the 
advantages of position now in Mr. Ran- 
DALL’s favor he is the one more likely to win. 

Yetit cannot be denied that the Demo- 
cratic Party makes a serious mistake in al- 
lowing its course to be controlled and its 
advance blocked by Mr. RANDALL in the 
interest of his protected clients. The signs 
were never so plain that a substantial 
reduction of the tariff taxes is inevitable. 
They are taking money out of the pockets 
of the people, which in a short time can no 
longer be spent in the payment of the 
bonded debt. The choice is clearly present- 
ed to Congress, and at the approaching ses- 
sion, of either reducing taxation or spending 
the revenuein some way not required by the 
needs of the Government. When the people. 
understand this fact, the party that chooses 
extravagant expenditures rather than lower 
taxes is likely to be called to a sharp ac- 
count. And in the accounting there is 
likely to be a new element, not generally 
recognized, that may easily prove a con- 
trolling one, This is the labor vote. We 
all know that this vote has shown its 
strength. No one knows exactly how that 
strength will be used. The politicians are 
scheming to get it by the old-fashioned 
methods of cajolery and traffic. If the 
Democratic leaders should make for it the 
honest bid of a reduced tariff the result 
might well be decisive of the next national 
election. 

The force of that vote does not now lie in 
any definite policy on which those who cast 
the vote are agreed. It liesin a profound 
sense—none the less profound for being 
somewhat vague—of a class grievance. Mr. 
GEORGE gained his remarkable vote in this 
city because he was recognized as a man 
who believed in the grievance and had a 
remedy to propose forit. Very few of his fol- 


lowers understood thendture of the remedy. | 


A still smaller number had any idea of how 
it would work, or any great confidence 
that it would work at all. But they all 
had the heartiest belief in Mr. GEORGE’s 
sincerity, both as to his devotion to the 
‘*cause” and as to his own plan for promot- 
ingit. But Mr. GEoRGEis also a radical free 
trader, His belief in free trade is quite as 
earnest as his belief in the confiscation of 
land rents. If he should take up the former 
before the latter and present it to his fol- 
lowers as the first step toward the attain- 
ment of their objects, the effect might be 
very great. It might easily bring about a 
revolution in the fiscal system of the 
country. 

There have been many signs that the 
laboring men of the country are coming to 
a sense of the unjust and injurious working 
of protective taxes. A leader like Mr. 
HENRY GEORGE, in whom they have confi- 
dence and who should direct their action 
toward a reduction of the tariff, would find 
them ready. Even without this occurrence, 
if the Democratic Party should make this 
reform a square issue and should seek to 
bring it clearly before the country, it would 
be quite within the range of probability 
that they could get the mass of the 
labor vote. upon it. On the other hand, 
they have nothing to gain by paltering 
in a double sense with it as they have done 
recently. They simply place themselves on 
a level with the Republicans on this issue, 
and leave the people to choose between the 
two parties independently of the tariff. 
Where they do that the Republicans, as a 
rule, prove the stronger. These are facts 
which may not impress the average poli- 
tician, but they are facts none the less, and 
they will be a good deal clearer by next 
March than they are now. Then the Demo- 
cratic leaders may find that they have lost 
an opportunity not easily again obtained. 


THE INNOCENCE OF SHARP. 

To-day a motion is to be made in behalf of 
JacoB SHARP and the others charged with 
bribing the Aldermen of 1884 that the court 
compel the District Attorney to furnish 
those defendants with the evidence upon 
which the indictments against them were 
found. Mr. SHARP and Mr. RICHMOND have 
made affidavits as the foundation for this 
motion, which are remarkable productions 
of their able counsel. These affidavits and 
the motion which they are intended to sup- 
port are based on a curious hypothesis. 

Mr. SHARP, with sundry associates, was 
engaged for years in trying to get the privi- 
lege of constructing a surface railroad in 
Broadway. Whenever a general street 
railroad law was proposed in the Legisla- 
ture they tried to shape it in such a way as 
to secure to them special advantages. Their 
efforts long prevented the passage of any 
such law, and finally got it through in such 
a shape that it was vetoed by an honest 
Governor. At last the competition of the 
Cable Company for the same route led them 
to support the act which was passed in 
1884, though it was not what they had so 
long contended for. 

After the act of 1884 became a law it 
Was necessary among other things to get 
the consent of the Board of Aldermen to the 
construction of the road. There was still 
competition for the valuable privilege of 
running a street railroadin Broadway, and 
it. was a notorious fact that when there was 
competition for privileges to be granted by 
the Board of Aldermen they were very 
costly. Now a great many facts have been 
made known about the granting of the fran- 
chise for a railroad in Broadway to 
JAKE SHARP’S company. Money was raised 
for the scheme enormously in excess of the 
cost of the road and its equipment. There 
were hundreds of thousands of dollars from 
the proceeds of bonds which Mr. SHARP 
failed before an investigating committee to 
account for. There was a notable occasion 
at the office of Mr. SHARP’s lawyers, when 
an enormous sum of money was divided 
and distributed as the final settlement of 
the expense of getting the valuable privi- 
lege which Mr. SHARP and his associates 
had obtained from the Aldermen of 1884. 

There are other remarkable and notorious 
facts. A certain powerful politician, Krr- 
NAN by name, was charged with being the 
chief agent through whom the action of the 
Aldermen was secured. When the disclos- 
ures relating to the matter first began, this 
man KEENAN, with every possible induce- 
ment to hold him in New-York, the scene of 
his political power and his personal profit, 
betook himself to Canada to be out of reach 
of our courts of justice and has remained 
there ever since. There was another man, 
by the name of MOLONEY, who, as one 
of the clerks of the Board of Alder- 
men, was said to have acted as the 
messenger and general factotum in 
the distribution of ‘“‘boodle” which 
had its origin in the Broadway Railroad 
gang of projectors and its destination in the 
pockets of the Aldermen. This man also 
disappeared with plenty of funds for his 
support, and has carefully kept himself 
ever since beyond the reach of the officers 
of the law. Several of the Aldermen who 
were charged with corruption, and who, 
if they were innocent, would have had 
nothing to fear, took an early opportunity 
to expatriate themselves, and one, when 
his time of trial drew near, fled, though it 
involved the loss of $25,000 to his own 
brother, who was his bondsman. A still 
more striking fact is the actual con- 
viction on conclusive proof of one Al- 
derman for receiving a bribe of $20,000 
for his vote, and his incarceration in the 
State prison at Sing Sing. 

Now, in the face of this series of estab- 
lished facts Mr. SHARP and his lawyer pro- 
ceed on the hypothesis that the defendant 
is entirely innocent of any knowledge 
of bribery or corruption and of any ground 
for suspecting such a thing, and does not 
even know whatitis that the indictment 
against him isfoundedon. This hypothesis 
involves the assumption that Mr. SHARP 
and his associates were pure and up- 
‘ight men engaged in a disinterested 
scheme for the benefit of the city; that 
the Aldermen of {1884 were honest 
and public-spirited fathers of the city 
with a beautiful confidence in the benefi- 
cent purposes of the said SHARP and his as- 
sociates; that the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars which they could not or would not 


account for must have been expended for 
some holy purpose, which they concealed 
from motives of piety» that KEENAN and 
Mo.oney and De Lacy and DEMPSEY so- 
journ in Canada for their physical and spir- 
itual well-being and because they like it; 
that ROTHMAN was overcome by an uncon- 
trollable desire to revisit the scenes of 
his youth; that SavLes abandoned his home 
and kindred and left his brother to pay 
$25,000 through conscious innocence 
and a desire to do good; that JAEHNE 
accused himself of a crime which he 
never committed, and went to prison 
because he desired seclusion from the 
temptations of city politics, and that all 
these goings on of the last: year have been 
as unsubstantial and meaningless asa dis- 
tempered dream, while JacoB SHARP has 
been peacefully reposing in ignorance of 
their very existence. In sooth, he doth 
protest too much, and his lawyer’s ingenuity 
and boldness have passed the bonnds of 
moderation. 


A VENOMOUS CONTEMPORARY. 

In one of the most prominent editorial ar- 
ticles in its issue of yesterday the New-York 
Sun discourses of blackmail and in another 
of poison. The Sun has a deep interest in 
these subjects and an intimate acquaint- 
ance with them. The articles we have 
mentioned are the results of an introspec- 
tive study. What bank cracking and 
“‘jimmies” are to the experienced burglar 
blackmail and poison are to the New-York 
Sun. They are the methods and instru- 
ments of its customary activities. 

For many years the Sun has ceaselessly 
distilled venom until it has come to bea 
sort of Daily Snakebite. It rarely seeks to 
destroy aman or reputation by a direct on- 
slaught in front. Commonly its attack is 
secret, insidious, and by indirection. Some- 
times its deadly purpose is cloaked by a 
seeming friendly interest and its victim 
is unaware of his danger. until 
he feels the chill of the  Sun’s 
noxious calumnies upon him. But however 
it may choose to administer them, henbane 
is the Sun’s favorite drug and strychnine its 
daily reliance. To open and unmistakable 
blackmail the Sun less frequently resorts— 
and perhaps never for direct pecuniary 
gain. But it constantly holds the terror of 
its truculence or of its treachery over the 
heads of timid men in politics or in public 
life with a view to compelling them to 
adopt and practice its own profligate views. 

In one recent and conspicuous case, how- 
ever, the Sun became a partner in a direct 
blackmailing scheme, and succeeded in 
forcing the widow of Gen. GRANT to pay 
$500 for the settlement of a bill already 
once paid. This was merely carrying beyond 
the grave the hate and malice with which 
the editor of the Sun pursued the great Gen- 
eralin life. The press of the entire coun- 
try, without a single exception that we have 
observed, has commented upon this actof 
the Sun in terms of such unsparing con- 
tempt and condemnation as would drive 
from the country a journalist who had any 
trace of manhood in his composition. 

The Sun has been roused to its remarks 
upon the subject of poison by its irritation 
at the publication of a map in THE TIMES 
of Sunday. This map, prepared by Lieut, 
ScHWATKA, showed the geographical result 
of the explorations made by the expedition 
sent to Alaska by THE TIMES last Summer, 
and it swept away the last lingering 
hope of the Sun that some _ parts 
of its fabric of falsehoods and for- 
geries concerning the discoveries made by 
Lieut. SCHWATKA’s party might still be 
considered as facts and truths by the igno- 
rant. THe Times had already demolished 
the Sun’s malicious statements so com- 
pletely as to convince allintelligent persons, 
but the publication of the map made an end 
of them altogether. For this reason the Sun 
attempts to make a story of “felonious 
homicide” out of an unfortunate accident 
by which three Indians lost their lives 
while Lieut. ScHwaTKa’s party was in 
camp at Yakutat Bay. The story of this 
accident has already been told by Lieut. 
ScHWATKA in our columns. Prof. LIBBEY’s 
account of it is given elsewhere in this 
issue. Both these gentlemen make it clear 
that the members of the expedition used 
due diligence to prevent the accident and 
to avert its consequences. Their failure 
was due to peculiarities of the Indian char- 
acter which were quite beyond their control. 

The blackmailing operation against the 
family of Gen. GRANT and the attempt to 
deprive THE TIMES expedition to Alaska of 
the honors it had fairly earned were under- 
taken while the editor of the Sun, it is 
understood, was absent in Europe. During 
his absence his newspaper, it is further 
understood, was in charge of a person who 
has been described in verse as The Young 
Man with the Light Upper Story. The ed- 
itor of the Sun, if report does him no injus- 
tice, had the sense and the discernment on 
his return to show some displeasure at the 
results of these two enterprises. "

BOILED CLAM JUICE. 

A gastronomical contemporary sets forth 
that the boiled juice of the clam isin great 
request asa breakfast by persons who have 
over night dined not wisely but too well. It 
adds that this corrective has long been 
known in London, but is just beginning to 
make its way in this country. We take 
leave to doubt this statement. The clams 
of Europe are by no means so extensively 
used for food as the clams of the Atlantic 
coast in this country, while there are many 
Americans whose knowledge of clam broth 
as a palatable, wholesome, and highly di- 
gestible food is at least twenty years old. 

The history of the search for a specific 
remedy for alcoholic excess is the story of a 
series of melancholy failures, like the search 
for the philosopher’s stone or the invention 
of the flying machine. THACKERAY presents 
one of his characters in the disgusting act 
of irrigating his interior with small beer 
after an excess of punch at Vauxhall, in the 
Waterloo year, declaring that at that period 
soda water wasunknown. BYRON, however, 
who survived Waterloo only nine years, was 
familiar with the more modern remedy, and 
recommends “ sermons and soda water the 
day after.” To this simple prescription was 
afterward added that of red herring, per- 


haps as a provocative to more soda water. 
In modern practice bromide of potash has 
superseded these old-fashioned palliatives, 
while many topers pin their faith to 
private prescriptions of their own. 
Before soda water was invented peo- 
ple who drank to excess were accus- 
tomed to require “a hair of the dog 
that bit them,” in anticipation of HAHNE- 
MANN, and a homeopathic breakfast for a 
reveler might now be a slice from the 
breast of a boiled owl. The Scriptural 
sentence that at the last strong drink 
stingeth like an adder goes on verifying 
itself in spite of all the devices to evade 
it, and Prohibitionists have little more to 
fear from clam juice than from any of 
the other ineffectual essays to lull an out- 
raged digestive apparatus into oblivion of 
its wrongs. 

Undoubtedly clam juice has its advan- 
tages, the first of which is that he who con- 
sumes it need not eat clams. The clam 
itself is merely a piece of vulcanized rub- 
ber, rather tougher than shoe leather and 
equally tasteless, but endowed with the 
power of secreting clam juice. It is strange 
that this obvious fact should have been so 
long overlooked, and that people should go 
on eating clams who would not think of 
eating clam shells, which are not less edible 
nor less digestible. He who expresses the 
juice from the clam, by boiling or other- 
wise, takes all of value that the clam can 
give. 

No doubt clam juice is a comforting and 
soothing fluid, which can be assimilated by 
a system that will accept little else, and it 
may be of great service in dealing witha 
refractory digestion. It is a delusion to 
imagine that it will promptly repair the 
ravages of rum, but there are cases in 
which it can be administered with 
marked benefit. For example, there is 
the editorial page of the Sun, which is 
simply a symptom of acute gastric irrita- 
tion. Itis conceivable that the administra- 
tion of claim juice in proper quantities 
might so restore its tone that it would be- 
come both cheerful and sensible. Imagina- 
tion staggers, however, when it contem- 
plates the ocean of clam juice that would 
be needed to effect this result. The 
clam beds of Little Neck would be 
exhausted before the symptoms were per- 
ceptibly ameliorated. If the editor of the 
Sun were to take for breakfast every morn- 
ing the juice of one Giant Clam, the Tridacna 
gigas of LAMARCK, like that which weighed 
500 pounds, and of which the shells hold 
holy water in the Church of St. Sulpice, an 
improvement might be visible within afew 
months, and within afew years he might 
resume the printing of statements of his cir- 


culation.

It is curious that offense shonld have 
been given at the Harvard celebration by 
Dr. Ho_mEs, who has been known through- 
out his long career as the most dis- 
creet of satirists, and whose wit had 
probably never given personal pain or 
offense to any person until his lines 
about Princeton pained and offended Dr. 
McCosH. Itseems likely that if the ven- 
erable President of Princeton had read the 
verses, instead of hearing them read, he 
would not have been moved to resentment. 
It is evident to the reader of the poem that 
the allusion to Princeton is completed in 
the couplet: 


“ O’er Princeton’s sands the far reflections steal, 
Where mighty EDwarps stamped his iron heel.” 


What follows might have been mistaken 
by a hearer for a continuation of this ref- 
erence, although, as if to preclude such a 
mistake, it begins with “‘Nay.” As will be 
seen by the extract comprising what may be 
called the “ gravamen” of the poem, printed 
in our Princeton letter, the succeeding eight 
lines describe nothing that has occurred 
at Princeton, but do very distinctly describe 
the controversy now in progress at Andover. 
It is extremely unlikely that anybody con- 
cerned in the Harvard celebration meant 
to put a slight either upon Princeton or its 
President, although the concurrence of sev- 
eral unfortunate circumstances may have 
warranted Dr. McCosH in supposing that a 
slight was intended. 


Both the Park Commissioners and the 
Bridge Trustees having claimed the right to 
dispose of the space under the new stairway 
on Centre-street to applicants who desire to 
sell goods there, the Corporation Counsel 
informs the Commissioners that the Trust- 
ees have no power to dispose of the same.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 
The second representation of “Aida” at 
the Metropolitan Opera Honse yesterday re- 
vealed at all points a marked gain upon the 
first. Verdi’s music was, as a rule, taken at @ 
pace that suggested something akin to the com- 
poser’s tempos, the performers were evi- 
dently surer of themselves, and if Herr 
Robinson did not repress his tendency to 
excessive emphasis and overacting quite as 
continuously as mighthave been wished, the 
baritone’s portrayal of Amonasro came nearer: 
at any rate, to the very commendable persona- 
tion he might furnish than it did on Wednes- 
day evening ‘of last week. The improvement 
in the individual efforts of the artists was 


particularly noticeable in Frau Herbert-Foer- 
ster’s Aida. The new soprano has a voice which 
is both agreeable and powerful, and when she 
acquires a more complete control of licht and 
shade, and shows less inclination to impair its 
natural tirmness by forcing her tones, she wil] 
prove a most welcome accession to the very small 
array of still youthful prima donuas. Itistobe 
regretted that Herr Zobel, the new tenor, should 
not fuifill the pleasant auticipation founded upon 
the credentials he brought from abroad. Whether 
stage-fright or the adverse influence of a rather 
trying climate was responsibie yesterday even- 
ing for the singer’s vocal condition, the fact 
remains that he was in no way equal to the task 
imposed upon him. If the general efticiencvy of 
the company, however, and the excellence and 
strength of the chorus and band are not in them- 
selves potent enough on * Aida” nights to draw 
large audiences to the Metropolitan the scenic 
attire of the opera, unaided, might be 
relied upon to do _ s0. Nothing so 
brilliant and complete has ever been beheld 
upon the operatic stage in this country, nor is 
there reason to believe that the latest mise en 
scéne of Verdi’s work has ever been surpassed 
elsewhere. In any Old World capital such a pict- 
ure as the stage of the opera, house offers in 
the second act of “ Aida.’ when Radames re- 
turns, laden with the spoils of the conquered 
Ethiopians, and greeted by the songs and dances 
of a whole population—such a picture, we say, 
would attract twenty overflowing audiences 
into any European theatre during fhe progress 
of asingle season. Mr. Stanton, under whose 
gn supervision the production of “ Aida” 

as been effected, has added largely to his 
elaims to the gratitude of music 
lovers by the gorgeous ro- 
vided for the Egyptian love story; while 
the choice of the opera for ° revival, 
whatever may be thought of it by dilettanti of 
the advanced school, also redounds to his credit 
as indicating a desire to extend and vary the 
répertoire of an institution which, to be useful 
and prosperous, must be above prejudice and 
partisanship in all things,

STANDARD THEATRE. 

The long engagement of Miss Rosina 
Vokes and her company at the Standard Theatre 
began iast evening, and as Miss Vokes was still 
unable to resume her professional work the 
members of the company, all comely, agree- 
able, and well trained performers, presented a 
bill made up of three short plays that afforded 
@ great deal of enjoyment to a small but 
demonstrative audience. The pidce de résistance 
was the clever burlesque of the foibles of ama- 
teur actors, done here by Miss Vokes last sea- 
son, called “A Pantomime Rehearsal,” and 
with it were given Mr. Sydney Grundy’s neat 
little comedy, “In Honor Bound,” and a very 
slender sketch entitled ‘Cousin Dick” by Mr.

Elliott, and Courtenay Thorpe retain their old 
positions, and Miss Agnes Miller has, for the 
time of Miss Vokes’s convalescence, been pro- 
moted to the principal place among the ladies. 
Miss Millett, a vivacious brunette, succeeds 
blonde and seraphic Miss Chester as Fairy 
Sugaretick, while Miss Dacre, whose manner is 
stately agd reserved, takes that absent young 
lady’s part of Lady Carlyon in the 
comedy. Mr. Grossmith’s droll and en- 
tirely natural assumption of the vapid 
London clubman, @ type our gilded youth strive 
vainly to reproduce here, was as successful in 
creating laughter as before, and Mr. Elliott's 
portrayal of the bewildered author was exceed- 
ingly clever and amusing. Nothing was lacking, 
in short, but the element supplied by Miss 
Vokes herself, who has the personal magnetism, 
inexhaustible spirits, and infectious gayety es- 
sential to the complete success of an entertain- 
ment of this order.

MR. BOOTH’S ENGAGEMENT. 

Mr. Booth returned to work at the Star 
Theatre last evening, apparently as vigorous as 
ever, and acted Iago with all the force, subtlety, 
and artistic finish for which his impersona- 
tion of the villainous Ancient is renowned. 
In variety of tone and nice adjustment 
of emphasis, his delivery of the text, 
particularly in the great scene of Act IIl., 
was remarkable, and, all things considered, the 
tragedian has not been seen to better advantage 
in this character since his engagement at the 
Fifth-Avenne Theatre two years ago. The por- 
trayal needs no extended comment now, how- 
ever, as it is known to all who go to the theatre 
as one of the finest, most intellectual, and most 
powerful works of the contemporary stage, and 
if Mr. Booth’s splendid gifts are not displayed at 
their best in lago, as they certai:ly are not, for 
he easily rises to a higher artistic level than 
this, yet his is tne one great Iago of 
our time, and there is no actor now in sight 
likely ever to equal it.

The Casino returned to comic opera last 
evening and to the prosperity recently inter- 
rupted by an unbappy international episode. 
The company which has recently been on the 
road, strengthened and in buoyant spirits at the 
prospect of a “local habitation and a name,” 
reappeared in ‘“‘ Erminie,” which has had a ca- 
reer of remarkable financial success both here 


and elsewhere. The performance last night was 
witnessed by an audience that filled the Casino 
to its utmost capacity, and which gave abun- 
dant demoustrations of its approval. As stated 
in these columns when “ Erminie” was originally 
produced, it has an exceptionally good libretto, 
and the music, though very light and at times 
commonplace, has pleased the easily tickled pop- 
ularear.

He looks handsome, sings tolerably, 
and acts the part with much grace and 
lightness. Miss Marie Jansen is now the 
Javotte, and her presence adds a great 
deal to the excellence of the entertainment. 
Miss Pauline Hall, resplendent in jewels and 
brocades, is still the Erminie and Mr. Freeman 
is the droll chevalier. The other réles are in ac- 
ceptable hands. The chorus was in good form 
last evening and the excellent orebestra per- 
formed its duties well.

THE BROOKLYN MATERNITY. 


WORK OF THE INSTITUTION AND ITS 
TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 
The annual meeting of the Brooklyn 
Maternitv and the graduation exercises of its 
adjunct, the Training School for Nurses, which 
were held last evening in the hall of the Long 
Island Historical Society, in Pierrepont-street, 
attracted more people than the auditorium 
could accommodate. Medical Director Will- 
iam B. Garside, who presided, re- 
viewed the history of the Maternity 


and introduced the Rev. William D. Perry, who 
contined his remarks to the necessity of trained 
nurses in a sick room. The Rev. John Hump- 
stone followed Mr. Perry, after which the Secre- 
tary, Mrs. George W. Gilbert, told of the work 
of the Maternity during the past year. One hun- 
dred and one women and 111 children have 
been treated during that time, of which 
number 1 woman and 10 children died. Mrs. 
Gilbert urged the necessity of building a nurses’ 
home adjoining the Maternity. ‘he receipts of 
the year amounted to $7,389 66, and the ex- 
penditures were about the same. 

The graduates of the training school, seven in 
number, who were bright-looking women, each 
dressed in black, with a white apron and cap, 
sat upon the stage while receiving their certifi- 
cates. They were Flora M. Chapin, 8. Jennie 
Mungar, Mrs. Ida M. Hoff, Sarah E. Hatch, Clara 
Conway, Mrs. Mary Cogshaw, and Mrs. Mary R. 
Snyder. The following ladies were given diplo- 
mas for three years’ approved service as nurses:

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ALL EYES ON NEW-JERSEY 


A TIE VOTE ON THE SENATOR- 
SHIP SEEMS PROBABLE. 
ANOTHER REPUBLICAN GAINED-—-PATER- 

SON’S BALANCE OF POWER—CURIOUS 
FEATURES OF THE ELECTION LAWS, 
The recount of the votes cast for Assem- 
blyman in the Second District of Mercer County 
was finished at a late hour in Trenton last night. 
The total vote for Jones, Republican, is 2, 
and the total vote for Walter, Democrat, is 2,278. 
The canvassers originally gave Jones 2,278 
and Walter 2,280. Chief-Justice Beasley 
has five disputed ballots in 


his pos- 
session, and he will ‘decide upon 


them to-morrow. It is believed that he will so 
decide as to increase Jones’s vote three more. 
If this should be done the Legislature will stand 
40 Democrats and 40 Republicans on joint bal- 
lot, and John Donohue, of Passaic County, will 
hold the balance of power. As such he will be 


an interesting public man to Gov. Abbett, 
United States Senator Sewell, and Congressman 
W. W. Phelps, allof whom are ambitious to be 
the next United States Senator from New-Jersey. 
The Senatorship has been hanging in the 
balance ever since the election. Up to last Sat- 
urday the Democrats had on the face of the re- 
turns 40 of the 81 members of the Legislature, 
the Republicans had 39 members, Donohue. of 
Passaic County, was noncommittal on the Sena 
torial question, and one district in Passaic Coun- 
ty was atie. The recount of this last district, 
on Saturday. gave the Democrat, Carroll, the 
certificate of election by one majority, and 
thus increased the Democratic strength to 
41 members, exactly the number required to 
elect a Senator. If Walter is unseated in Mercer 
County great will be the Democratic sorrow. 
There are some interesting facts in regard to 
these contested elections and the New-Jersey 
laws which throw a clearer light upon the im- 
pending struggle in this little State. 

In the Second District of Passaic County 
John Donohue, the candidate of the labor 
people and the Democrats, was returned 
elected, and the certificate was accord- 
ingly issued to him. His Republican op- 
ponent, Mr. Brown, has demanded a recount, 
declaring that he can whittle Donohue’s ma- 
jority of 76 votes down to nothing, andcan show 
that heisentitled to the seat which Donohue 
aspires to hold in the next Assembly. Mr. 
Brown’s application for a recount is based on 
grounds that many Republicans concede to be 
trivial. His efforts, indeed,to disturb the labor 
candidate are quietly frowned upun by Repub- 
licans well up in the party. They probably know 
what they are aboutand Mr. Brown doesn’t, 
The prediction is freely made that the result of 
the recount, which comes off next Saturday, will 
continue the certificate of election in Donolue’s 

ocket. 

. It dues not follow that the recount of the votes 
of Emley and Carroll and the awarding of the 
certificate of election to Carroll in the Third Dis- 
trict of Passaic County by a majority of one will 
settle the dispute. Judge Dixon, who awarded 
this certificate to the Democrat, is a Republican. 
The point has been made that the law which au- 
thorizes a recount does not apply to cases in 
which thereis atie vote. It is held thata recount 
ean be had only when a certificate of election 
has actually issued, and that this recount which 
Judge Dixon ordered is without au- 
thority, and consequently any certificate 
which he may issue will be null and void. Itis 
unnecessary to say that there are lawyers in 
New-Jersey who hold opposite views upon this 
point. Some of the Democrats talked of a writ 
of certiorariif Emley got the certificate anda 
review of the proceeding. The point may causes 
a bitter tight. There are many who contend 
that nothing can bedone but to hold another 
election in the district. They therefore look to 
Gov. Abbett to order a new election. The Gov- 
ernor has said that he will accept the opinion 
of Attorney-General Stockton upon the point 
and be guided accordingly. 

Both these Assembly districts of Passaic Coun- 
ty are in the city of Paterson, and, as everybody 
knows who has heard of William Walter Phelps, 
that city is in his Congressional district. Mr. 
Phelps, by the way, has cut off the bangs which 
were formerly a distinguishing mark of his per- 
sonal beauty. He now exhibits to the world a 
broad and intellectual expanse of brow, the soft, 
even velvety texture of whose cuticular cover- 
ingis without doubt the finest mantle that has 
adorned the statesmen of this or any other pe- 
riod. If Mr. Phelps feels a keen personal inter- 
est in John Donohue, the young Labor candidate, 
it is creditable alike to the generous instincts of 
his nature and to his political sagacity. 

Assemblyman-elect John Donohue is disporting 
himself as any balance of power will always do 
if it is discreet. He says nothing of who his can- 
didate for United States Senator is, and when 
he casts his vote he will not be accused of hav- 
ing declared himself in favor of one candidate at 
one time and of having subsequently abandoned 
him for somebody else. Already the possibili- 
ties of his position, from a financial standpoint, 
have been discussed, bat that is not his fault. 
And yet, when the politicians run their eyes 
over the lists of independent legislators and 
legislators of Greenback, Labor, or any other 
proclivities distinct from the old parties, 
they are forced to concede that the num- 
ber of men among them who could not be 
“ obtained” if the exigencies of party demanded 
it is very, very small. One thing is certain 
about the situation in New-Jersey this year, 
zentlemen with lean purses will be too long- 

eaded to enter the Senatorial race. 

Because he wasin sympathy with the Demo- 
crats to the extent of accepting their nomina- 
tion and assistance in his canvass, it has been 
claimed that Donohue will act with the Demo- 
cratic Party in organizing the Assembly and in 
electing their candidate forSenator. This would 
be natural, but in this instance the conjecture is 
Inisleading. Donohue was interviewed, as a 
balance of power naturally would be. Through 
a reporter of a Paterson newspaper he consented 
to define his position for the information of the 
public. This is what he said: 

“Thave not made any pledge or promise to 
vote for any one and wiillnot doso. My action 
in this matter, as in all others, will be guided 
solely by the declaration of principles adopted 
by those who first placed me in nomination. I 
shall vote forthe man who willin my yo ar tcp 
be most acceptable to the people of the district 
of which I am the representative. I remain 
now as before election perfectly free to vote as 
my conscience dictates. Those who elected me 
trusted me before election, and ghey trust me 
now. They ask no pledge, but, on the contrary, 
leavemy actions untrammeled to be guided by 
my own sense of whatis just and honest.” 

Then occurred this dialogue between the news- 
paper man and the son of toil: 

*“ What do you think of Abbett in connection 
with the cause that you represent ?” 

“ T have nothing to say against him. All that 
Tcan say is that, personally, I believe he is as 
good as any Democrat I know.” 

* What of Sewell?” 

“J never gave any attention to a review of his 
record in connection with labor legislation, but 
will probably look it up, s0 that when the time 
comes [ shall be able to act intelligently in cast- 
ing my vote.” 

“ Have you been spoken to by any of the lead- 
ing politicians of the State who are desirous of 
knowing what your course of action will be in 
tis contest 7?” 

‘““No, not directly; but I don’t doubt that it 
has been done indirectly by agents in this 
county. They got no satisfaction, however, for 
1 simply said that 1 was uupledged, and will 
remain so. In fact, I have told you more now 
than [ have said to any one siuce the cam- 
p< Take my assurance for it, no one will 

now how I am going to vote until my ballot 
has been cast. I shall pay no further attention 
to the matter until the time for action arrives,” 

** Have you ever been active in politics before 
the recent campaign?” 

“No, I have not.” 

“Were you ever affiliated with any party in 
particular?” 

“No, I cannot say that [havebeen. I cast my 
first ballot, a written one at that, for Gen. 
Weaver for President in 1880. I did that be- 
cause, in my opinion, the principles he repre- 
sented were more democratic than those of the 
other candidates.” 2 

ot is reported that you have been a Demo- 
crat?” 

“ Yes, I know it, and I have been called every- 
thing else except amugwump. I wish some one 
would call me that and I should feel comforta- 
ble. knowing that they had had a shot at me ail 
around. No, Sir; I have never been connected 
with any party in particular, but have simply 
voted as | saw fit. The man whoin my opinion 
was best fitted for the office for which he was a 
candidate has received my vote at every election 
since L have been of age.” 

These words must be regarded as containing 
pretty cold comfort for Democrats, and not less 
so for Senator Sewell. The ‘declaration of 
principles” adopted by those who placed him in 
nomination is construed as hostile to the interests 
with which the Senator is allied in his business. 
As Mr. Phelps has just been re-elected to Con- 
gress he might be regarded, applying a liberal 
construction to Donohue’s language, as the man 
who would be “‘most arceptable” to the people 
of the district, and therefore the candidate of his 
choice for Serator. 

The election laws of New-Jersey are peculiar 
and in some respects are open to severe criti- 
cism. For instance, two days for registering 
voters are set apart. Upon the first day the 
Bourds of Registry throughout the State are au- 
thorized to place upon the registry books the 
names of all persons who voted at the previous 
election, or to whom in their judgment the right 
of voting belongs. Uponthe second day voters 
must either appear in person and register or be 
represented by the affidavit of some per- 
son who will swear to a knowledge of 
their ossessing the rights of electors. 
The iscretion thus allowed Boards 
of Registry is boundless and the annals of New- 
Jersey abound with the most flagrant cases of 
traud and knavery at the ballot box. The only 
argument advanced for throwing open the first 
day practically to the operations of dishonest 
Registry Boards is that so many voters do busi- 
ness in New-York that they cannot attend to 
registering within the hours prescribed by law. 
They will, theretore, abandon the practice of 
voting altogether, if their personal attendance 
at the registry books is demanded. This is pretty 
weak. he truth is that the present law fur- 
nishes an easy means of cheating, which both 
parties only too gladly avail themselves of. 

The “recount” of the ballots is a feature of 
the election aystem peculiar to New-Jersey, and 
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s0 far as is known has no existence elsewhere. 
The law which engrafted it upon the system was 
passed in 1880. Its operations have, so far as 
cau be ascertained, proved satisfactory. This is 
the opinion of Mr. John W. Griggs. of Paterson, 
President of the State Senate, and of othersin 
high official station who have had opportunities 
for observing them. Democrats and Repub- 
licans have hitherto made no special criticism 
of them. The law will doubtless be given a 
thorough test by the events of this Fall. The 
theory upon which it is apparently based is that 
a more conscientious and certainiy a more accu- 
rate count of the ballots can be made by a 
Supreme Court Judge some weeks aiter 
an election than can be obtained from 
partisan members of an Election Board whose 
operations are conducted in the excitement of 
an election night. Applications for a recount 
must be made within 10 days after the election 
to the Supreme Court Judge of the district. If 
he deems the grounds Fook, he may order the 
recount and fix the day for it. As he is com- 
pelled to recount the ballots himself in the event 
of granting the application, the power lodged in 
him is indeed great. If he is an intense partisan 
the use to which be can putit if he chooses can 
be imagined. He issues a certificate of election 
to whomsoever he decides is entitled to it, and it 
supersedes the certificate originally granted by 
the Board of Election. 

The question of fraud is not passed upon by 
him in making the recount. He simply performs 
the clerical work of counting and decides to 
whom shall be credited any ballots that may 
have seemed to the Election Board as irregular 
or defective. In other words he does not go be- 
yond the face of the returns. He simply cor- 
eects errors of the Election Board. The Legisla- 
ture receives his certiticate of election the same 
as it does the certificate granted by the Board of 
Election. The same right to contest an election 
before the Legislature lies in both cases. Itis 
claimed for this law that it tends to prevent 
election contests in the Legislature, which are 
always tedious and expensive proceedings. In 
its hehalfitis stated that in every instance in 
which a recount has ever been ordered the de- 
cision of the Judge has been acquiesced in by 
the contending candidates, and large expense has 
thereby been saved the State. 

The method of counting the ballots on the 
night of election ana of preserving them for 
future contingencies requires some explanation. 
As inthis State the counting must begin immedi- 
ately after the polls close and continue without 
any unnecessary delay or adjournment till itis 
finished. Two inspectors, a judge, and a poll 
clerk constitute an Election Board in each elec- 
tion district. When the count is ready to pro- 
ceed the judge removes a handful of ballots from 
the box and one by one he reads them and an- 
nounces the vote. ‘The clerk keeps a tally 
on a sheet of paper’ prepared for the 
purpose. One inspector scrutinizes each ballot 
as it leaves the judge’s hands and the correct- 
ness of the announcement having been veritied, 
he numbers it and hands it tothe other inspector. 
The latter has thread and needle, and strings the 
ballots as if they were so many bellpeppers or 
apple quarters to be dried. The ballots are 
numbered consecutively, and when the last one 
has received its indorsement the string of ballots, 
the tally sheet, and the poll book containing the 
names of those who have voted are deposited 
in the ballot box. The box is immediately 
forwarded to the Town or City Clerk, to be 
by him carefully guarded until the next 
election comes around, when its contents are de- 
stroyed. If a recount is ordered he must de- 
liver the boxes of the disputed district at the 
court room, and there the recounting is conduct- 
edin public. The candidates are each allowed 
counsel, who sit beside the Judge, scan his move- 
ments, and scrutinize the disputed ballets. The 
ballot boxes in use in the State are of uniform 
size, being about as large as the tea 
chest of commerce. It contains np glass side 
througb which may be obtained a view of the 
ballots. Ithasalid@ perhaps six inches square 
in the top,in whose centre is a small circular 
hole for the receptiou of the ballots. This lid 
has three locks, whose three keys, neither of 
which will unlock any other lock than the one 
for which it is made, are given one each to the 
Judge and the two inspectors. Red tape and a 
superabundance of red sealing wax are used to 
seal up the box after the work of canvassing the 
votes is over. ; 

There are nine judicial districts in the State, 
and to no other Jndge than the one assigned to 
the district in which a disputed election occurs 
can the application for arecount be made, Six 
of the nine Judges are Democrats. The fact 
does not appear thus far to have proved a bar to 
procuring honest election certificates. As Sen- 
ator Griggs remarked: ‘ We are allright over 
here on the question of Judges.” 

Several cases in which the recount was or- 
dered are noteworthy. Senator William B. 
Stainsbury, Republican, of Essex, was once de- 
clared elected by 39 majority. His Democratic 
opponent got a recount, with the result that less 
than a dozen changes were discovered necessary 
out of a poll of 30,000 votes. Senator A. V. 
Schenck, Republican, of Middlesex, received an 
election eertificate citing his majority to be 27. 
The recount gave him half a dozen more votes 
and confirmed his election. 


THE GAGE FAILURE. 


DISSATISFIED CREDITORS OBJECT TO 
CERTAIN PROCEEDINGS. 
CuHrIcaGo, Nov. 15.—A petition was pre- 
sented in the County Court to-day in behalf 
of Wettstein, Meyer & Co., asking the County 
Court to enter an order in the case of A. S. 


Gage & Co. which shall protect their rights. 
They have an attachment against Gage & Co. 
for $1,006, which they claim is prior to the 
assignment to Mr. McFarland. hey do not 
to be understood as admitting the assign- 
men tito begood, but, assuming thatitis good, they 
ask the court to prevent the insolvent firm from 
discontinuing proceedings in the County Court 
by effecting a compromise with its creditors on 
the basis described ina dispatch to THE TIMES 
Saturday night, averring that a discontinuance 
ofsuch proceedings and a surrender of the funds 
or property in the hands of the Assignee or in- 
solvents, or any person or}persons to whom such 
insolvents may assign or transfer the same, 
would jeopardize the security of the petitioner’s 
lien. The court is asked, therefore, either to 
oo the petitioners to garnishee the Assignee, 

{cFarland, or to prohibit the Assignee or the 1n- 
solvents from ousting or attempting to oust the 
court of its jurisdiction by discontinuing pro- 
ceedings. 

It is understood that the First National Bank 
of Chicago, which has a claim of $96,000 against 
Gage & Co.,as well as Claflin & Co., of New- 
York, is behind this petition, and that it has be- 
come alarmed at various documents and circu- 
lars which are understood to have been sent to 
oe creditors. One of these was in court 
and ran: 


“In consideration of the insolvency of A. S. Gage 
& Co., the undersigned creditors hereby agree to 
sell and assign our claims against that firm to D. K. 
Tenny or his order for 45 per cent. of the face value 
thereof, payable in cash on or before Dec. 15, 1886, 
and we consent that thereafter all proceedings under 
the assignment in the County Court of Cook Coun. 
ty, LIL, may be discontinued. This agreement to be 
void unless complied with 4 Dec. 15, 1886. Please 
cut off sign and mail to D. K. Tenny, Gilsey House, 
New-York.” 

Mr. Cratty, attorney for the insolvent firm, 
assured the court that he had never seen or 
heard of the circular before. He pointed out 
that if the order was entered allowing one 
creditor to garnishee the Assignee, within two 
days 600 garnishment processes would be taken 
out. The court declined to allow the Assignee 
to be garnisheed, but thought there could be no 
harm in entering the order restraining the in- 
solvent firm and its Assignee trom entering into 
any negotiations which looked toward depriv- 
ing the County Court of jurisdiction in the 
premises. An order to this etfect was accord- 
ingly entered and Gage & Co. and Mr. Me- 
Farlund allowed 10 days in which to answer 
the petition. 


15.—Saturday after- 
noon Charles Broas & Co., wholesale and retail 
dealers in boots and shoes, filed a chattel mort- 
gage with the City Cierk on their stock, furni- 
ture, and fixtures in favor of A, Ives & Sons, 
bankers, for $22,632.

LOOKING TO CONSOLIDATION. 
THE AFFAIRS OF THE RICHMOND AND 
WEST POINT TERMINAL COMPANY. 


Itis now settled that there will be no 
fight at the meeting for the election of new Di- 
rectors of the Richmond and West Point Ter- 
iwninal Company at Richmond the latter part of 
this week. A large number of New-Yorkers will 
attend, and Alfred Sully will be chosen Presi- 
dent of the company, Mr. M. Lehman declining 
the honor, not having the time to spare from 
other business matters. Since Mr. Sully and Mr. 
Lehman and their friends announced the purpose 


of assuming control of the Terminal Company 
the stock of the corporation has almost doubled 
in price. They took hold when the Stock Ex- 
ae quotation was below 30; now itis above 


But aside from their faith in men of the stamp 
of M. Lehman and Alfred Sully, the average in- 
vestor who has had a share in this phenomenal 
rise in the stovk market has practically known 
nothing of the history or conditions of the 
Terminal property. Interest therefore attached 
to a circular letter issned yesterday_te stock- 
holders by the Stock Exchange tirm of Lockwood 
& Crosman, which has figured conspicuously in 
the new element that has taken hold of Terminal. 
The company, it is explamed, was incorporated 
in 1880 under Virginia laws, to build, buy, lease, 
or operate railroads, as a sort of associate en- 
terprise to the Richmond and Danville Railway 
Company, which at that time could not lease or 
operate any road that did not connect directly 
with its main stem. The Richmondand Danville 
controlled the Terminal by owning a majority 
of its stock, but a change came in some of the 
companies’ relations, and the Terminal’s 
friends accused the Richmond and Danville 
pees of illegal acts, inciuding the depres- 
sion of the Terminal’s securities. Among 
the lines practically controlled by the 
Terminal property are the Virginia Midland, 
Western North Carolina, the Charlotte, Colim- 
bia and Augusta, the Columbia and Greenville, 
the Georgia Pacific, and a half dozen others; the 
securities of these companies in the Terminal 
Company's treasury represent a face value of 
$29,700,271, and Lockwood & Crosman say that 
at a conservative valuation they are worth in 
the market at least $13,000,000. The original 
capital of the Terminal Company was $3,000,- 
000, which in 1882 was increased to $15,000,000. 
The company has a floating debt of about $3,000,- 
000. The proposed new board has pledged to its 
support over 120,000 shares out of 150,000 
shares, the entire canital. 

It is hinted that thereis going to bea grand 
consolidation scneme now brought forward look- 
ing to a combination with the Richmond and 
Danville Company on terms that will reduce ex- 
penses and form one complete railroad system 
under one management, making the combined 
capital $20,000,000, on which, says yesterday’s 
circular letter, it is declared by practical rail- 
road men that 6 per cent. dividends can be 
earned. 


CERTIFICATES DECLARED VALID. 
Cincinnati, Nov. 15.—The Superior 
Court, sitting in General Term, to-day affirmed 
the judgment of the lower court in the case of 
Rawson against the Cincinnati, New-Orleans 
and Texas Pacific Railroad Company. This is 
one of the cases brought by a number of 
banks against the Cincinnati, New-Orleans 
and Texas Pacific on certificates of stock 
which ths company claims were is- 
sued by George F. Doughty, now deceased, 


without authority. The overissue amounted 
to nearly $35,000. At the trial of the case, 
which now goes to the Supreme Court, there was 
afailure on the part of the company to show 
that the certificates upon which the issue was 
made were unauthorized certificates. There was 
a possibility that the certificates in question 
represented a part or all of some genuine certifi- 
cates which had been presented by the holder 
for transfer, and the jury, which the company 
claims was strongly prejudiced against it, found 
upon the showing that the certificates were 
valid. 

The reviewing court refused to set the verdict 
aside for the reason that the P craier sah d that 
the jury was wrong was not sufficiently clear to 
warrant, under the Ohio law, an interference 
withit. The policy of the company will now he 
to fight the case in the Supreme Court, and, fail- 
ing there, to refuse to recognize the validity of 
other disputed certificates, and when judg- 
ment is .sought to seek to show the 
character of these certificates absolute- 
ly by tracing the history of every valid 
certiticate issued by the company prier to 
Doughty’s death. Doughty was the Secretary of 
the company. The fraudulentcertiticates which 
he issued were signed by the President of the 
company in blank. Doughty borrowed large 
sums of money = ig the fraudulent certificates, 
which he invested in the securities of the Cin- 
cinnati, Selma and Mobile Railroad. These 
securities at the time of his death and ever since 
have been almust worthless. 


BALTIMORE AND OHIO. 

BaLTimore, Nov. 15.—The annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad Company was held to-day, Rever- 
dy Johnson, Jr., in the chair. The report of 
President Garrett showed the receipts of 
the main stem for the past year. to 
have been $9,846,613 and the expenses 


$4,026,365. Thecostof operating the road was 
59.10 per cent. upon the earnings. The whole 
value of the sinking funds is stated at $718,739. 
The Washingtou Branch earnings were $325,320 
and the expenses $90,815, showing net earnings 
of $234,505. The earnings of all the branches, 
including Washington, were $18,422,437, ex- 
penses $12,035,742, leaving a net balance of 
$6,386,694. 

“The Schuylkill River East Side Railroad in 
the city of Philadelphia,” said Mr. Garrett, “is 
the connecting link between the Philadelphia 
line and the system of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad Company. The work on this 
part of the route has necessarily been difficult 
and tedious, butits completion is anticipated in 
the month of December, when passengers from 
New-York will be carried, without change of 
cars, to Baltimore, Washington, and all 

oints on the system of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Coainer. The Delaware Branch Railroad, ex- 
tending from a pointon the line of the Schuyl- 
kill River East Side Railroad, is also nearing 
completion. By this branch the principal docks 
and Jarge manufacturing establisnments on the 
Delaware River will be reached.” Of the tele- 
graph he said: “ The increase in the earnings of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph Company for 
the fiscal year ended Sept. 30 has been 172 per 
cent., compared with 1884, and 41.25 per cent. 
compared with 1885. In the midst of acute 
competition the large and increasing patronage 
thus commanded demonstrates the strength of 
the company and the value and elticiency of its 
service.’ 

There was no change in the Board of Directors 
except that John K. Cowen was elected in place 
of H. Clay Smith, deceased. 


AN ERIE EXTENSION. 
MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Nov. 15.—The Erie 
Raiiway Company, having recently come into 
possession of the Greenwood Lake Rail- 
road by virtue of a lease for a 
long term of years, is giving evidences 


by the operations of its engineer corps and 
semi-otticial declarations of av intention to ex- 
tend its acquisition from the present terminus 
at the lake to some point on its main line ator near 
Middietown. The length of new road required 
would be about 20 miles, easy of construction, 
and would touch the importaut villages of War- 
wick and Florida and other points in a rich 
farming region, yielding a iarge milk and gen- 
eral freight tratiic. Other obvious advantages 
to be gained are a cluse connection with the 
Ontario and Western, aud a shorterand more 
direct line for Western trattic received from that 
road or from the Erie main line, and destined 
for Newark, Philadelphia, and Southern points 
generally. 


NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

Additional railroad earnings for the first 
week of November were reported in Wall-street 
yesterday as follows: Indianapolis and St. Louis, 
$25,129, a decrease of $1,735; Burlington, Ce- 
dar Rapids and Northern, $71,559, a decrease of 
$1,681; Evansville and Terre Haute, $14,547, a 
decrease of $617; East Tennessee, Virginia and 


Georgia, $89,399, a decrease of $1,803; Mem- 
phis and Charleston, $45,546, an increase of 
$12,323. 

St. Louis, Nov. 15.—The Mobile and Ohio 
Railroad has completed all its arrangements for 
full facilities at and connecting with the Union 
Station in this city, the tirst train to enter the 
city under the new order of things being the 
Mohile and New-Orleans express, which crossed 
the bridge and ran into the city Sunday night.

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HARSH WORDS IN CHURCH. 


MR. STAUNTON’S CONGREGATION DIVIDED. 


AND AT WAR. 


The congregation of the Fort Greene Pres- 
byterian Church, of Brooklyn, held a public 
meeting last evening to decide whether the res- 
ignation of the Rev. Benjamin Staunton, 
who was recently found guilty of conduct 
unbecoming a minister by the Presbytery, 
should be accepted. The meeting proved to 
be as noisy and unchurchlike as a political con- 


vention, and after three hours of excitement, 
during which one churchman called another a 
liar, a vote on the quesiion of Mr. Staunton’s 
going or staying was taken. It resultedin a tie 
vote of 51 to 51, and before any more discussion 
could take place the meeting was declared ad- 
journed. 

The meeting was organized by the election of 
W. L. Hope as Chairman, after which Mr. Staun- 
ton’s resignation was read. Byitsterins it was 
to go into effect a the payment of his back 
salary in full. W. L. Hope, Jr., moved its accept- 
anee. This caused the first row, for W. P. Cawl 
wanted Mr. Staunton to go at once and said so, 
whereupon Deacon James Watt rose and de- 
nounced the opponents of the Pastor. His 
language owas so. bitter and roduced 
such loud applause that young Mr. Hope felt 
called upon to jump up upon his chair and cry 
out, “ This ain’t no circus; this 1s a church.” 
Deacon Watt would not be put down, and de- 
clared that the charges against Mr. Staunton 
were Mere rumors, aS Was shown by the action 
of the Presbytery in restoring Mr. Staunton to 
his old church. Mr. Cawl rose in wrath and said 
thatif the members of the church had had any 
backbone and had stood up for their rights Mr. 
Staunton would not have been returned. 

After Sunday School Superintendent Gilson 
had spoken in favor of retaining Mr. Stannton 
Chairman Hope called Elder Watt to fill his 
place and pitched into the Pastor and his follow- 
ers with a vengeance. He said Mr. Staunton 
was a guilty man, pronounced so by two-thirds 
of the Presbytery, aud no member of the Hope 
family should ever listen to him again. After 
Mr. Hope had finished Theodore Trendellenberg 
said that all men, even Christ, were persecuted. 
He was rebuked by half a dozen people for 
“comparing Christ to such a thing as Staunton,” 
and his language nearly precipitated a fight. 

While another vote was being lied James 
McMahon was challenged by a Mr. Gelston. 
Chairman Hope said that Mr. McMahon occu- 
pied a pew every Sunday. “ He does not,” cried 
Mr. elston, excitedly. Mr. Hope jumped sev- 
eral feet into the air as he cried out: ‘* Whoever 
says he does not is a liar.” Both men had in- 
flamed faces and clenched fists, but the cries of 
“Shame! shame!” which were heard all over 
the church quieted them. It required 20 mem- 
bers to count the ballots, and then they were re- 
counted because of a challenge by the Staunton 
faction, The recount showed the same result— 
51 to 51—and the meeting closed without the 
pronouncing of the benediction.

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SEVEN JURYMEN SELECTED 


EX-ALDERMAN MQUADE BE- 
FORE THE COURT. 
WATCHING THE MEN WHO ARE TO TRY 
HIM—TWO OTHER ALLEGED BRIBE 

TAKERS INTERESTED. 

Arthur J. McQuade, who was a member of 
the Board of Aldermen of 1884, and who is 
charged with having accepted a bribe to secure 
his vote in favor of the passage of a resolution 
giving the Broadway Surface Railway Company 
the right to lay tracks on Broadway, was brought 
up for trial yesterday before Recorder Smyth, in 


Martine, with his assistants, Messrs. Nicoll and 
Fellows, appeared for the State. The accused 
was defended by Gen. Benjamin F. Tracy and 
Richard 8. Newcombe, with whom is associated 
ex-Senator Thomas F. Grady. Yesterday’s pro- 
ceedings were devoted entirely to the prelim- 
inary work of securing a jury. Twenty-six of 
the 200 talesmen summoned were examined as 
to their fitness as jurymen, and 7 of these were 
given seats in the jury box, temporarily at least. 
Both the State and the defense reserved the right 
to peremptory challenges until the full jury is 
obtained. 

Without any preliminary skirmishes of any 
character the work of examining the talesmen 
Was begun soon after noon, Assistant District 
Attorney Nicoll conducting the examination 
during the morning session, District Attorney 
Martine and Col. Fellows taking turns at it on 
behalf of the people in the afternoon. Mr. New- 


combe did the catechising for the defense. Ex- 
Alderman McQuade sat with his counsel. His 
face was smoothly shaven, his light wavy hair 
was brushed carelessly, and his dark business 
puit was less faultless in cutand fit than that 
usually affected by the average politician. Mc- 
Quade’s brother, Bernard, sat beside him, but 
Mrs. McQuade was content with a seat in the 
witness box. She is a woman of medium height, 
medium build, and a somewhat attractive face. 
She wore a dark brown Gress, a sealskin sacque, 
a black lace fichu, and a street hat of seal brown, 
with a bow of ribbon of the same color in which 
were bits of canary yellow. A pair of small 
wings completed the ornamentation of her 
hat. She was avery attentive listener to the 
examinations of, jurymen, and accompanied her 
husband to the Tombs at the conclusion of the 
day’s proceedings, whither he was conducted by 
Capt. Lindsay, the court officer. 

Bernard J. Salomon, a member of the leather 
importing firm of Salomon & Phillips at No. 33 
Spruce-street, was the first of the talesmen ex- 
amined and was accepted as a juryman. He is 
about 37-years old, with black side whiskers and 
mustache and black hair just tinged with gray. 
He is a mewber of no political organization, and 
believed he could give the accused a fair trial 
and render a verdict in accordance with the evi- 
dence, as he had formed nv opinion as to the 
guilt or innocence of the accused. There are a 

reat number of people whom Mr. Salomon 
Roexn's know; for he testified that he wasn’t ac- 
quainted withany member of the Board of Al- 
dermen of 1884, or with any of their attorneys, 
with any of the people interested in either 
the Broadway Surface or Broadway and 
Seventh-Avenue Road or any of their attorneys. 

He also lacked the pleasure of an acquaintance 
with" Billy” Moloney, or Abram Disbecker, or 
James Phelps, to waom Mr. Nicoll referred as 
“ gentlemen interested in legislation.” He also 
Jabored under the disadvantage of having no 
friends who were acquainted with any of these 
parties. So he was accepted by the attorneys 
jor the people as a satisfactory juryman, and 
the attorneys for the defense accepted him. Mr, 
Salomon was not pleased, for he told the Re- 
corder that he wanted to leave the city in the 
evening for a business trip of two or three days, 
but the Recorder wouldn’t excuse him, 

Charles H. Twist, Assistant Treasurer of the 
Pan Eandie Construction Company, of No, 1 
Broadway; Peter D. Fisher, a manufacturer of 
lounges at No. 181 Canal-street; Solomon Appel, 
aclothing dealer at No. 10 Catharine-slip, who 
has known ex-Aldermen Sheils and Kirk for 
years, and Adolph Brussel, retired, of No. 18 
East Eighty-tirst-street, were all rejected be- 
cause they had formed opinions that would un- 
iit them to act as jurors, excepting Fisher. He 
hadn’t any opinion, didn’t know much about the 
bribery cases any way, but was apparently so 
anxious to serve that he was excused. 

Joshua W. Lounsbury, tall, partially bald, with 
a heavy black mustache, and an impression, but 
not an opinion, as to the guilt of the Board of 
Aldermen, was the second juryman accepted. He 
is a commercial traveler, living in Wyllis- 
avenve and employed by Collins, Downing & 
Co., dealers in woolens. It took half an hour to 
finish catechising him, and when this was done 
the court took a half hour’s recess. He first sat 
in the jury box to see how it would feel, going 
there after Gen. Tracy had made an exception 
to the decision of the Recorder that he wasa 
zompetent juror and the exception had been 
pverruled. When the court reassembled Thomas 
R. Armstrong, employed at Tefit, Weller & Co.’s 
Was rejected because he had an opinion that 
only the strongest testimony would overthrow. 

The third juror accepted was Louis A. Davis, 
of No. 1,482 Third-avenue, who is a dealer in 
* pants,” at No. 491 Broadway. He is a beetle- 
browed man, of about 45, with a full beard and 
mustache, and something of the appearance of a 
typical Socialist. He 1s a reader of the World 
and Herald and has no opinion on anything he 
reads abeut, according to his testimony, though 
he afterward said he believed everything he 
read when he found it wasn’t popular not to 
have any opinion. He couldn't tell Mr. New- 
combe how many children he had, and the ques- 
tion wasn’t pressed. Neither side objected to 
him as a competent juryman, and so the Re- 
corder remarked, with evident disgust, ‘I sup- 
pose he’ll have to take a seat in the box.” 

Morris Kerstein took the fourth seat in the 
box. 
as to the guilt or innocence of the accused. and 
what he had read about the case hadn’t made 
much impression on his mind. Heis a manu- 
facturer of ladies’ garments at No. 361 Broad- 
way, and lives at No. 110 East Ninety-tirst- 
street. The four men who followed him, Herman 
Fuechsel, an artist; Frederick A. Hammer, a 
mining operator; Eugene «B. Sanger, a leather 
dealer, who thought that MeQuade was “in the 
same box with the rest of ’em,” meaning Kerr, 
Richmond, Sharp, Foshay, and the 1884 Al- 
dermer, and isaac Hayes, a wine importer, were 
excused. 

The fifth seat in the box was taken by a well- 
Jressed, tine-looking yuung wan, with a flowing 
sandy mustache, John Dougherty, of No. 313 
Greenwich-street. a dealer in produce, who didn’t 
waut to serve on the jury, but who, as he put it, 
“ unfortunately dian’t know” of any reason why 
he couldn’t be a fair glenn even though he 
knew relatives of Billy Molouey and ex-Alder- 
man Finck. He protested that be would rather 
not serve, but was ordered to his seat by the Re- 
corder. Three other men with opinions that 
couldn’t be shaken were then rejected, and Pat- 
rick Dillon touk a seat next to Mr. Dougherty. 
Mr. Dillon is tall and slender, a type of a Dack- 
woods Yankee, with a long reddish beard, whieh 
gives his head and face the appearance cf a long 
wedge. Mr. Dillon is a master carpenter, at No. 
245 East Fortieth-street. He hasn’t given the 
Aldermanic bribery 2zases much attention, and 
hasn’t formed any opinion as to Mr. McQuade’s 
guilt. Joseph Lillienthal, of No. 339 West Fifty- 
titth-street, was excused because he had a most 
decided opinion as to McQuafie’s guilt. 

James 8. Lewis, assistant treasurer at Tony 
Pastor's Theatre, took the seventh seat, and the 
last occupied as a result of the day’s work. He 
knew little or nothing of Aldermen and Broad- 
way road affairs, except that Jaehne had been 
sent to Sing Sing and that Richmond and Foshay 
are under $50,000 bonds for bribery. He didn’t 
know the names of the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, but did know those of the Governor, Pres- 
ident, and Mayor, though he hadn’t voted for 
about 10 years, because he had other business to 
attend to. 

“Do you knowif any one interested in this 
bribery scheme has left this jurisdiction?” asked 
District Aitorney Martine. 

“Run away,” quietiy added the Recorder. 

He had heard that some of the accusod had, 
but didn’t know their names.

SOME REMARKABLE FEATURES OF AN} VIEWS OF BAPTIST AND METHODIST 


ARREST FOR APPROPRIATING MONEY. 

A dark-bearded and well dressed man, of 
short stature, who said he was Lieut.-Command- 
er Vicente de Mestre, formerly of the Spanish 
Navy, and now of No. 210 West Twenty-fifth- 
etreet, was charged yesterday at the Jefferson 
Market Police Court with failing to account for 
£44 in gold, the property of Mile. Jeanne de 
Maymard, of No. 58 East Twenty-fifth-street. 
Mile. de Maymard came to court with her son, 
Gabriel, 3 years old, and was not embarrassed 
when, after she had said that she was single, she 


| was asked if she had not madea mistake. “Non,” 
the Court of General Sessions. District Attorney | 


she replied, * c’est un petit accident; absolument 
comme celui de Mile, Sarah Bernhardt.” 

Mile. de Maymard, who is tall, dark-haired, and 
good-looking, said that, after studying for the 
stage in Paris, she went to Buenos Ayres, and 
later, in July last, to Rio de Janeiro, mainly on 
account of her child’s health. She heard of de 
Mestre when he gave a lecture on the ‘ Aboli- 
tion of Slavery,” in September, and on the 30th 
of that month she was presented to him. He ap- 
peared to be a gentleman and she allowed her- 
self to be advised by him to go to New-York, 
They came here on the same steamer. During 
the voyage he entertained her with stories of 
his career. Among other accounts he gave 
of himself was that he was Chamber- 
lain to the Queen of Spain; that he 
accompanied King Alfonso to Germany, and that 
he was one of the engineers of the Brooklyn 
Bridge, and the first man to cross in a cradle on 
@ wire from New-York to Brooklyn. When 
de Mestre tried to burrow 4 sovereigns of her 
she made the excuse that she had only enough 
to provide for herself and Gabriel for a few 
weeks. The day after they landed in New-York 
de Mestre paid her a ceremonious visit and 
called the next day. Then she intrusted him 
with 44 sovereigns to exchange for American 
money. He did not return it, but abused and 
struck her. His arrest followed. 

The prisoner said that the prosecution was

6 assalled Mile. de Maymard’s character, and 
said she asked him to admit that he had ber 
money so as to help her out with her landlady. 
He did not treat her any more rudely than the 
circumstances warranted. He showed Justice 
Patterson letters trom Judge Bayliss W. Hanna, 
of the United States Legation at Buenos Ayres, 
to Perry Belmont and Senator Voorhees. ‘hey 
introduced him as a distinguished Spaniard, who 
had lectured at Buenos Ayres on the manufact- 
uring superiority of the United States. He had 
also a warm letter of introduction to Assistant 
Secretary of State Porter. De 
Mestre said he was ready to prove that 
Dom Pedro saw him to his steamer at 
Rio, that he had been a Spanish naval officer and 
# member of the Spanish Naval Commission, 
and that he is now engaged in endeavoring to 
negotiate a commercial treaty between the 
Argentine Republic and the United States, ce- 
menting their business relations and establishing 
a line ot steamers between New-York and Buenos 
Ayres. 

3anker Santiago Perez Triana, of No. 52 West 
Twenty-first-street, vouched for de Mestre, and 
Justice Patterson paroled him for examination 
on Saturday. De Mestre is married, and his wife 
keeps a boarding house at No. 210 West Twenty- 
fifth-street. Mlle. de Maymard’s landlady says 
she heard de Mestre make a complete admission 
of his indebtedness. De Mestre was not in funds 
yesterday, apparently, as he borrowed $5 in 
court to pay for messenger service, &c. 


WAITE PLAINS EXOIIED. 


CREDITORS MOURNING THE FLIGHT OF 
A SOCIETY LEADER. 

A little over a year ago Mrs. Lucy C. 
Lilly, the authoress, made White Plains her res- 
idence. She came from St. Vincent’s Retreat, in 
the town of Harrison, Westchester County, 
where she had been undertreatment. Mrs. Lilly 
is the writer of a numberof books and stories, 
and now has a serial story, entitled “ Hazel,” 
running in Harper’s Young Folks. The lady took 
a house in an aristocratic portion of the village 
and was soon moving in the best society. Mat- 
ters went on smoothly until, for non-payment of 
rent, she was ejected from her house. She hired 


another, furnished it in elegant style, and intro- 
duced, inaddition to the usual servants, a ste- 
nographer and amaruensis. 

Mrs. Lilly disappeared Oct. 9, and this house 
with all its display of furniture was yesterday 
placed in the hands of Sheriff Duffy, of West- 
chester County, an attachment having been 
issued on the affidavits of her many creditors. 
Jeremiah T. Lockwood, a furniture dealer, 
makes atfidavit that she is indebted to many per- 
sons in White Plains, and suddenly left her house 
and departed for Philadelphia, saying she would 
be back in a few days, but not keeping her prom- 
ise. Miss Rosa C. O’Neil, her stenographer and 
amanuensis, made affidavit that she was engayved 
on Oct. 8 at a weekly salary of $10, and Mrs. 
Lilly disappeared next day. She further says 
that many people, butchers, grocers, druggists, 
fiorists, furniture dealers, dry goods aud hard- 
Ware meu, had been at the house with unsettled 
bills, but Mrs. Lilly had left only $7 in the house 
when she went away, and as that was not suffi- 
cient to pay tor food and the necessary expenses 
of the house they had been in very destitute cir- 
cumstances. 

When these affidavits were presented to Jus- 
tice Dykman he issued the attachment, in which 
he says the defendant has left the State to de- 
fraud her creditors. The Sheriff thereupon took 
possession, and has placed Miss O'Neil in charge. 
Among the creditors are J. T. Lockwood, $118; 
Charles P. Sherwood, $86; Rosa C. O’Neil, $65; 
Samuel Scott, $300; Dr. H. Schmid, $40; E. 
Quinby, $48. There are known to be a great 
many others, who will not name the amounts of 
their claims. It is supposed that the debts will 
aggregate $1,200. The village is much excited 
over these proceedings, and Mr. E. Horton, her 
first landlord, says he has received as attorney a 
large number of bills azainst her for collection 
from Pittstield, Mass., but he despairs of ever

CURIOUS WILL SUIT, 

A suit to have it judicially determined 
how $50,000 should be distributed so as to best 
benefit the deserving poor of Jerusalem, or 
whether the money should be so distributed at 
all, was tried before Judge Andrews, in the Su- 
preme Court, Special Term, yesterday. Samp- 
son Simson, a well-to-do lawyer, died in this 
city nearly 30 years ago. He left his nephew, 
Moses A. Isaacks, a life interest in the sum 
mentioned, and the principal was to revert on 
Isaacks’s death to some society whose object 
was the dissemination of a knowledge of the arts 
and sciences and of agricultural and mechanical 
pursuits among the Jews of Jerusalem. If, on 
the death of Moses A. Isaacks, there should be in 
existence no society qualitied to thus distribute 
the money the will provided that the $50,000 
should go to the nieces of his relative, Iochebed 
M. Simson. 

Mr. Isuacks died about two years ago. The 
North American Relief Society for the Indigent 
Jews in Jerusalem, a local corporation, claimed 
the money on the ground that it was qualitied to 
do the work contemplated by Mr. Simson, and 
some foreign corporations also put in claims. 
The nieces of Iochebed M. Simson insisted that 
none of the corporate claimants were entitled to 
the money and that it should go to themselves. 
John H. Riker, the surviving ‘Executor of 
Mr. Simson, inclined to the side of the nieces, on 
the grounds that the North American Relief So- 
ciety was not specifically chartered to do the 
work which Mr. Simson desired, and that as the 
foreign corporations were beyond the jurisdic- 
tion of our courts there seemed to be no remedy 
for the persons who were to be bevefited in case 
one of those societies should fail to properly use 
the money. For the diseutanglement of this 
snarl Executor Riker brought the present suit, 
making all the claimants parties defendant. 
Judge Andrews reserved his decision.

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PASTORS GIVEN. 

The Baptist Pastors, at their weekly meet- 
ing at No. 9 Murray-street, yesterday, listened 
toalecture on “Mormonism” by the Rev. Mr. 
Lamb, of Salt Lake City. Mr. Lamb is stationed 
in Utah by the American Baptist Home Mission 
Society. His plan of work 1s to show from data 
obtained in the Mormon Bible itseif that it is not 
of divine origin, He said that the Mormons were 
generally honest believers in their bible. Great 
crowds of them listened to his lectures, and 


heard what he had to say in a kind and forbear- 
ing spirit. Toall his arguments, however, they 
answered: ‘If youonly knew as muci about 
it as we do you would believe as we do.” Mr. 
Lamb illustrated his lecture by diagrams of the 
golden plates which form the Mormon Bible, and 
declared that the alleged ancient characters on 
them had been prepared simply with a view to 
deception. 

At the close of the lecture the Moderator, the 
Rey. L. A. Crandall, of the Twenty-third-Street 
Baptist Church, invited discussion. The Rev. 
H. G. Eddy, who has been familiar with the 
workings of Mormonism since Joe Smith started 
it in his native town, said that the golden plates 
were humbugs. Asa prophet Smith was ® rank 
fraud. He once drove a neighbor’s cow into an- 
other man’s wood lot, and tried to gain a reputa- 
tion as a prophet by telling where the cow was. 
A man who saw him drive the cow into the lot, 
however, exposed him. 

The Rev. R. W. Patterson, of New-Rochelle, 
was elected a member of the Conference. 

Mormonism also received attention from the 
Methodist ministers of this vicinity at their 
weekly meeting yesterday morning. An address 
was delivered by Chaplain J. W. Jackson, of the 
United States Army, who has been for some time 
stationed at Fort Douglas, near Salt Lake City. 
He has had unusual opportunities for observing 
the conduct of the “ Latter Day Saints.” Mr. 
Jackson argued that Mormonism in its essential 
teachings and in allits practices is treasonable 
tothe United States Government. When their 
leaders preach of the establishment of a king- 
dom of God they mean a temporal kingdom. 
They propose to control the world through their 

riesthood, and the ignorant Mormons believe 

hat the “saints,” who are themselves, will in 
time literally = the earth. The Mormous 
are not rap sloyalto the United States Gov- 
ernment, they are bitterly hostile to it. They 
intend to destroy itif they can and put it under 
their feet. 

Mr. Jackson was frequently interrupted with 
questions, and a free conference upon the Mor- 
mon question followed, in which the Chaplain 
related many interesting incidents. He said that 
the Edmunds law had done much to put down 
polygamy, and open polygamy was no longer 
common. Yet, if Utah should becomea State 
to-day and the Mormons were allowed to vote 
without impediment, they would put a clause 
into the Constitution making polygamy legal. 
They were still in a majority in Utah, and should 
be disfranchised. 

A resolution was unanimously adopted asking 
Congress to put the control of Utah into the 
hands of men friendly to the American Repub- 
lic; to substitute for the Mormon Legislature a 
law-making body composed of citizens loyal to 
the flag, to be nominated by the President of

MR. SCOTT’S TRAINER. 


AN EXPERIENCE WHICH DAMPENS THE 
CONGRESSMAN’S TURF ENTHUSIASM. 
William L. Scott, of Erie, Congressman, 
capitalist, and political manager, is passing 
through an experience that has somewhat 
dampened his ardor for the turf and may much 
restrict the generous outlay which he meant to 
continue to provide for his stable of racers. Mr. 
Scott hadatrainer named McClellan. Every- 
thing in the way of management of the stable 
and of entries was intrusted to McClellan. It was 


not until near the end of the season that Mr. 
Scott suspected crooked management. His sus- 
picions once aroused, however, he investigated, 
and not long ago he discharged the trainer. 
Whatever may have been the facts, Mr, scott 
was convinced that his stable had been pretty 
thoroughly jockeyed. His disgust on reach- 
ing this conclusion deepened when Appleby 
& Johnson, bookmakers, came to him with a 
claim of from $15,000 to $20,000, which, they 
said, he owed them in settlement of bets made 
for him by McClellan. 

Mr. Scott protested that McClellan had no 
right to bet for him. The bookmakers were so 
persistent that Mr. Scott said he would refer the 
matter to the authorities who arbitrate upon 
turf matters. Some of those who have heard 
him talk upon the subject say that he intimates 
having possession of facts that will make a stir 
among sporting men by exposing certain prac- 
tices that will not help the reputation of the 
turf. The cluim against him could not be en- 
forced, even if he had authorized his trainer to 
make bets for him. His object, therefore, is not 
to avoid the payment of money, but by showing 
how he thinks he has been deceived to put other 
owners of stables who have gone upon the turf 
from admiration of the sport upon their guard 
against the sort of persons with whom his lines 
were cast.
